Re eel lee 


A review of the work of the year shows that the health 
department has been alive to the demands of progress and 
that a reasonable measure of success has been achieved in 
the main purposes of its existence. A fair degree of exemp- 
tion from dangerous communicable diseases has been en- 
joyed and while some of these had an unwonted prevalence, 
the means and measures employed for their suppression and 
extinction have been such as modern sanitary science sug- 
gested, guided and administered by the best judgment of 
those having the work in charge. 

The general health of the city was better than during the 
preceding year, if measured by the number of deaths, the 
total being 8,903, a decrease of 757. While this is a com- 
monly accepted evidence of healthfulness among urban popu- 
lations it must necessarily be somewhat faulty and mis- 
leading, as, except in case of pronounced epidemics having 
known mortality rates, the general morbidity cannot with 
entire confidence be reckoned from such data. 

If the local population has increased to the extent claimed 
by some (600,000) the death rate per thousand would be very 
low, about 15, but the department estimate is conservative 
in this respect and all recent official figures have been based 
on the last United States census enumeration with an annual 
increase at the rate of four per cent., which would make the 
population of St. Louis for the period under consideration 
about 540,000, and the death rate for the year 16.48. 

The seasonal conditions presented during the year were 
rather exceptional, a quite warm summer followed by au- 
tumnal drought and a winter of unusual severity favored cer- 
tain forms of disease and gave to them an emphasis that 
otherwise would probably have been lacking. 
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The several institutions of the department have fairly well 
served the purposes for which they were designed, or to 
which they have been devoted, but the need for modern 
buildings and equipments in the case of several of them is too 
manifest for contradiction and demands prompt remedial 
action. 


PuBLic HEALTH AND PROTECTION AGAINST DISEASE. 


A number of sanitary problems of considerable moment 
presented themselves during the year involving various 
phases of municipal management and control relating both 
to the development of discomfort and disease from local con- 
ditions, and the introduction of deleterious influences from 
without. 


Industrial Army Movements. 


The general unrest and discontent shown during the early 
part of the year, due to industrial depression and other 
causes, and which led to the formation of considerable bodies 
of persons migrating or marching eastward, threatened for 
a time to imperil public health through the spread of disease 
thus occasioned; but, fortunately, this danger was averted. 

Several detachments of the so-called commonwealers 
reached St. Louis, one force numbering several hundred men 
descending the Mississippi river from Iowa, the other com- 
ing in from the southwest by rail. 

The first mentioned body was subjected to medical in- 
Spection by the department before reaching this city, and 
was kept under constant sanitary surveillance while here 
so that no visible harm to public health followed their com- 

ing although a week or more elapsed before their final de- 
parture was taken. 

The other detachment was fewer in numbers and the visit 
was brief, no known sanitary harm resulting from it. 


Garbage Reduction Works, 

The principal phase of the garbage question presented to 
the department was ini the form of strenuous complaints 
made during the early summer by the people in the southern 
part of the city against the new plant of the St. Louis Sani- 
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tary Company, this establishment having been opened in 
May. 

The charge of unbearable nuisance on account of fumes 
and stenches laid against these works was joined by a large 
number of persons living or doing business in its vicinity. 
This plant received the bulk of all kitchen refuse gathered 
by the contractor, and, after a protracted hearing of testi- 
mony, the charge was sustained and the establishment 
declared a nuisance—the evidence presented showing clearly 
the defects in construction and arrangement and the care- 
lessness displayed in its operation to the detriment of public 
comfort and the health of those within its range. 

Similar action was taken on complaint against the other 
works of the same company situated in the upper part of 
the city, this concern being chiefly devoted to the reduction 
of dead animals and butchers’ refuse. 

A collateral proceeding instituted by the people concerned 
for their own protection and relief was a suit in the circuit 
court for an injunction against the south plant. In this the 
petitioners were successful and the process prayed for was 
granted. 


Garbage Collection and Removal. 


This work has been better systematized and the service 
rendered more satisfactory than was the case last year, as 
shown by the diminished number of complaints by citizens, 
while a greater degree of watchfulness has been maintained 
by the department in order that existing contract engage- 
ments should be kept. 

The experience of the warm season showed that a tri- 
weekly removal of such putrescible substances hardly met 
the sanitary needs of the public, and a daily removal during 
the summer season is one of the matters that demands atten- 
tion. Indeed, it may be said the judgment of the department 
is that this work is necessary during the hot months, the 
daily removal required at the principal market-place during 
most of the year having demonstrated this, but the financial 
problem presented in connection with it was of such a 
nature that the proposal was negatived for the time at least. 

The matter has been considered in connection with selected 
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districts, but if the project is undertaken as a sanitary meas- 
ure only it does not appear how discrimination in favor of 
or against any portion of the city could be justified. 

The increase in garbage collection for the year amounted 
to about forty per cent. more than the preceding year, the 
total quantity being nearly 50,000 tons. 

Drainage in Outlying Districts. 

The experience of the year has served to show more fully 
the largely factitious nature of the demands for drainage 
service on this department, such demands having usually 
been made in the interest of real estate enterprises. The 
donation by the city of main drains, as contrasted with sew- 
erage charges nearer the center of population, and the sub- 
sequent care of these gifts by the department was a factor 
in the profits of these ventures not to be overlooked; but the 
practical relinquishment of this work during the year failed 
to show that any real need for it ever existed. Had no make- 
shifts of this kind been systematically undertaken, or en- 
couraged, the sanitation of localities near the suburbs would 
probably be more satisfactory than it now is, and the seeds 
of future evil would have been avoided. 

Public Water Supplies. 

If the sickness and death records for the year are taken as 
indices there was a diffused cause present producing enteric 
derangements, this form of disease being most manifest in 
the summer and early fall months; the total number of cases 
of typhoid fever reported being 780, the deaths 176. 

This period coincided with a very low stage of water in 
the river, which condition may have been an influential 
factor in producing the consequences observed. 

It is likely that the taking of the entire supply of water 
from the new pumping station will considerably reduce but 
not wholly remove this danger. St.: Louis is seated at a 
point toward which converges the surface drainage of an im- 
mense area of cultivated lands, as well as the sewage of 
large populations; and this pollution increases while the 
volume of the streams tends to lessen. The waters coming 
from above may carry in abundance the efficient agents of 
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disease and death, and the precept and practice of this city 
should bePREVENTION AND FILTRATION. In seasonandout this 
should be urged, as only in this way can her safety from 
typhoid fever, cholera, and other alvine disorders be assured. 

The bill mentioned last year as pending in the Municipal 
Assembly providing for a local commission passed one 
branch but failed in the other. 


Federal Rivers Commission. 


A movement on the lines suggested in the report for last 
year was made in January by Hon. Richard Bartholdt 
through the introduction into Congress of a bill* which 
reads as follows: 


A Britt to appoint a commission for the investigation of 
the pollution of water supplies where such pollution affects 
or threatens to affect the sanitary condition of the people 
of more than one State. ‘ 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the United States of America in Congress assembled, That 
a commission shall be appointed to investigate fully the sub- 
ject of the pollution cf rivers and other sources of water 
supply where the sanitary condition of the people of more 
than one State is affected or threatened to be affected by 
such pollution, this commission to consist of three mem- 
bers, to be appointed by the President, ‘by and with the con- 
sent of the Senate, whose compensation during the time 
when actually engaged in the performance of their duties 
under this Act shall be ten dollars per diem each and reason- 
able expenses. 

Sec. 2. That the commission shall meet in Washington, 
District of Columbia, within thirty days after the passage 
of this Act, to consider the methods to be adopted in the in- 
vestigation, and it shall have authority and be empowered to 
make use of the services of chemical, bacteriological, and 
Sanitary experts, and of such persons as it may judge most 
competent by reason of their special knowledge and experi- 
ence to afford it correct information on the subject of its in- 
quiry, as well in formulating its methods as in carrying 
them into effect. It shall meet thereafter from time to time 
at such places as it may consider best suited for the further- 
ance of its inquiry. 

__* This measure was drafted in December, 1894, by Major Charles Smart, surgeon United 


States Army, upon request of the Health Commissloner, later submitted to his Honor, the 
Mayor, and by him forwarded to Washington. 
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Sec. 3. That the commission shall report to Congress at 
its next session the progress made in the investigation 
undertaken under this Act, and shall submit such sugges- 
tions as may seem desirable, with the view of remedying any 
insanitary conditions that have been developed by its work. 

seera TMatihe suri fee ss thousand dollars, or so 
much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated, 
to pay the salaries and expenses of said commission and 
carry out the purposes of this Act. 


The General Assembly at its late session adopted a joint 
resolution* asking the Missouri Congressmen to support this 
measure and it is to be regretted that its introduction was 
delayed so long—the bill having died with the session—as, 
to judge by the expression of sanitary opinion from the prin- 
cipal parts of the country, the time is ripe for legislation of 
this kind. Certainly no more important field is offered to 
progressive science and a thorough investigation as pro- 
posed of all streams touching more than one State would 
yield data of the very highest practical value to all con- 
cerned in the protection and preservation of public health. 

The defilement of natural water courses has become one 
of the conspicuous evils of modern civilization and the harm 
and wrong are of such magnitude in this country that only 
the powers of the general government are adequate to deal 
with them properly. States and municipalities situated 
near the head-waters of potable streams are not so seriously 
threatened in this respect, but the great bulk of urban pop- 
ulation is found on the middle and lower reaches of such 
water courses, hence the necessity for vigilant precaution. 


The invasion of this valley by a flood of filth naturally 
foreign to it, as is proposed by the construction and opera- 
tion of the sewage canal leading from Chicago to a tributary 
of the Illinois river, will tend to enormously increase exist- 
ing danger due to pollution of the upper Mississippi from 
other scurces, and of the Missouri river from the sewage 
outflow of Kansas City, Leavenworth, St. Joseph, Omaha, 
CLG: 


* Be it resolved by the General Assembly of the, State of Missouri, as follows: 

That our senators and representatives in congress are requested to vote and urge the. 
passage of the bill authorizing a national commission to investigate the pollution of streams, 
the waters of which flow through or are adjacent to more than one State. 

Approved March 9, 1895. 
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St. Louis is the focal point of all this drainage and must 
bear the brunt of the attack as best she may, no place of any 
considerable size below drawing public supplies from the 
channel of the Mississippi, therefore the means of prevention 
and correction should be most diligently considered here and 
now. 


Milk Inspection. 


The legislation effected on this subject early in the year 
having met the Executive veto on the ground of its inade- 
quacy to accomplish the public purposes such enactments 
should provide, and the department being then called on for 
suggestions the different aspects of the subject were care- 
fully studied during the summer and early fall months by 
the department assisted by a number. of experts, and a re- 
port was submitted to the Couneil in November which em- 
bodied all the features deemed requisite in such legislation 
to protect the public from harm in this matter. 

All pending bills relating to the inspection of milk failed 
of passage during the session and, near the close of the year, 
the department was asked to present a measure embracing 
all the features thought necessary or desirable in a sanitary 
sense for consideration at the next session. Therefore this 
branch of municipal sanitation still remains in hands other 
than those connected with the health department. 


Public Meat Supplies. 

The people of this city still rest under the disadvantages 
pointed out in the last report respecting the quality of the 
public meat supply, and the inadequacy of present official 
inspection to fully certify its soundness and fitness for 
human consumption. 

Private capital and enterprise have entered this field, how- 
ever, and a well-planned and equipped establishment was 
opened here during the winter in connection with the stock- 
yards, where animals are killed to order and where retail 
meat dealers may select their supplies from stock in cold 
storage. 

From a public health standpoint all that is lacking is the 
inspection of the animals just before slaughter by competent 
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municipal authority in order to determine the presence or 
absence of disease or injury; and, further, the examination 
of the dressed carcass and official certification of soundness 
or otherwise as the findings may justify. 

But even failing possession of this feature this establish- 
ment is a decided sanitary gain to the public as it will make 
unnecessary many small slaughter houses scattered through 
the city, and which were and are always prolific of nuisance. 


Disinfection by Superheated Steam. 

A bill to create a disinfection division with provision for 
the purchase of equipment for a steam disinfection appar- 
atus was passed by the Council during the year, but failed 
in the other branch of the Assembly. 

Too much stress cannot be laid upon the importance of 
this matter. Toall who are in any wise conversant with the 
progress of improvements in sanitary work a service of this 
kind is an imperative necessity. The wastefulness and un- 
certainty of methods now in vogue here are palpable to ail 
who may care to investigate, and in no direction is need for 
a change more urgent. 


Bacteriological Test in Disease. 


The introduction and general use of culture tubes as a 
diagnostic aid to physicians in cases of suspected diphtheria 
was accomplished during the year, and it is believed that 
this departure has commended itself to the sound judgment 
of the profession wherever the instructions given have been 
followed and the cases fairly presented in a bacteriological 
sense. 

While some drawbacks were experienced at the outset of 
this gratuitous work all obstacles were finally overcome and 
the undertaking was placed on an assured foundation under 
scientific direction of an expert character. 

Similarly the testing of the sputa from cases of suspected 
consumption for the detection of the characteristic organism 
of that disease was begun as a means of assisting physicians 
to a knowledge of the true nature of the affliction in its in- 
cipient stages, in order that appropriate remedial and hy- 
gienic measures could be instituted for the protection of the 
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public against a further spread of the disease, and for the 
benefit of the sufferer as well. 


Human Tuberculosis. 


This disease gives no evidence of abatement, but on the 
contrary destroys with a consistent uniformity that places it 
in the lead of all other maladies, and which calls for the 
most resolute measures toward its curtailment. 

Asa step toward ultimately ascertaining the full extent of 
its presence here, a beginning has been made in requiring 
reports of its occurrence in all the institutions of the depart- 
ment from those in charge. This step should be followed by 
a regulation calling for similar data from all other hospitals, 
dispensaries, clinics, etc., and finally the requirement should 
be extended to physicians to make report of all cases of 
tuberculosis in their practice, as they now send notice of 
other communicable diseases. 

This information would enable the department to give all 
necessary instructions to the family or others near the pa- 
tient (preferably through the attending physician) for pre- 
venting the extension of the disease, and information would 
be gathered that would form a basis for general measures 
of suppression and control. 

The whole mortality from one form only of,this disease, 
consumption, reported for the year was 875, a percentage of 
10. to the total number of deaths that occurred—figures 
which represent in nearly every case many months of suffer- 
ing and invalidism. If such a vital loss attended the pres- 
ence of any of the spreading diseases having a shorter 
course, it would cause general uneasiness and alarm, if not 
panic, and would produce profound disturbances in the 
social and business relations of the city. 


Diphtheria. 


An increase in this disease was apparent during the later 
autumn months and winter, and in view of the success 
claimed for the use of antitoxine in its:'treatment, the depart- 
ment began in December the production of this substance in 
available equine stock as described elsewhere; but through 
mischance the maturity of the product was not attained 
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by the close of the year, although the experimentation fol- 
lowed promised excellent results. 

The aid extended to physicians in suspected cases of diph- 
theria, as already mentioned, does not by the laboratory 
findings relieve them of the responsibility of forming an — 
opinion as to the nature of the case, the services of the de- 
partment merely placing in their hands the existing bac- 
terial status, which must be considered by them in connec- 
tion with the clinical aspects and the final judgment formed 
in that way. | 

There appears to be a number of as yet unsolved questions 
in connection with this subject, as, for example, the relation 
of “streptotheria” to diphtheria, and the influences which 
modify or intensify the virulence of bacteria lodged in the 
human throat and air passages. 

The cases of this disease reported numbered 987, the 
deaths 290. 


Small-pox. 

After a practical exemption from this disease for several 
years, it made its appearance here during the spring months 
and, more seriously, in January, affecting during the mun- 
icipal year 230 persons, the fatalities being 49. 

In both instances the introduction of the pest was directly 
traceable to employes or followers of racing stables at Mad- 
ison, Ills., or to frequenters of the race-tracks there and in 
East St. Louis. } 

The outbreak in the Spring was readily and soon con- 
trolled, but the second invasion coincided with seasonal con- 
ditions that undoubtedly favored its spread and. required a 
more protracted campaign for its restriction and subjuga- 
tion. : 

The disease showed itself about the middle of January, 
during quite severe cold weather which continued about 
three weeks, thus forcing more closely together in such 
shelter as they could find, the homeless and shifting classes 
among whom it principally prevailed; and, by close contact 
of unprotected persons with those carrying the infection, a 
decided impetus was given to it which found most marked 
expression about the close of the second bi-weekly period 
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dating from the initial case which started and actively pro- 
pagated the disease, as shown by diagram elsewhere. 

The colored population suffered most severely owing to 
common neglect of vaccination, or unwillingness to submit 
to the operation and also their disposition, the outcome in 
part at least, of necessity, to congregate closely together 
during cold weather in narrow, badly ventilated quarters— 
thus greatly multiplying the chances for the spread of the 
contagion. 

The experience had with the disease attested again the 
value of efficient vaccination in saving life and lessening 
the severity of the attacks. 

The diagram already mentioned illustrates the influence 
of the work of the department in the repressive measures 
taken, and it is hardly too much to say that had it been pos- 
sible to safely isolate every case the hour it became infect- 
ive, its course could have been arrested much more quickly, 
the prolongation of its stay having been due to a number of 
mild unrecognized, or concealed cases which served to per- 
petuate it, but not numerously. Indeed, the fact that so 
few persons were seized, relatively to the population ex- 
posed, must be accepted as convincing proof that the people 
here are generally well protected; for, as stated, at its incep- 
tion the conditions of season and character of population 
visited both pronouncedly favored its spread. That St. 
Louis made a happy escape in this respect is shown by the 
experience of other large western cities with small pox 
during the last eighteen months or two years. 

_Except in a very few instances, all the affected persons 
were removed to hospital. The mortality experienced was 
21.30 per cent., an uncommonly low death rate in compari- 
gon with similar statistics of late occurrences of small pox 
in other large cities, and also, with those of former years in 
this city, with about the same, or a larger number of 
patients; the rate usually having been not less than thirty 
per centum. . 

The reduced mortality shown in this instance is the more 
notable when considered in connection with the achievement 
of this result during the earlier stages of the occurrence of 
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the disease—the rule being that the highest death rate 
always attends the primary onset of pestilential diseases.* 


Public Vaccination. 


The occurrence of small pox greatly increased the oppor- 
tunities to confer vaccinal protection upon the people here, 
and the volume of work thus performed reached 32,355 
primary vaccinations and 42,840 revaccinations. 

The work was pushed with especial energy among the 
schools, it being particularly desired that the vaccinal 
status of the growing population should be made as nearly 
perfect as possible, and systematic visitations and inspec- 
tions were begun and carried on to the close of the year, so 
that the condition of protection in a large portion of the en- 
rolled school population is now fully known. 

The defeat in the courts of an attempt to debar the school 
authorities from exercising the right to exclude from the 
public schools children whose parents refused for them vac- 
cination, strengthened the hands of the department in this 
work, the general effect being salutary, and in the direction 
of public safety. 

The cooperation of the school authorities throughout, was 
willing and efficient, and the foundation of what may be 
made a very valuable service was laid by the department in 
this way. 


Bureau of Vaccination Records. 


The experience of the department in connection with the 
public, parochial and private schools showed most clearly 
the need for the establishment of a bureau for the purpose of 
keeping an official record of all vaccinations performed, this 
record to cover all primary vaccinations and re-vaccinations 
and embracing the date, with the name, age, sex, color and 
residence of the child. These data should be as carefully 
kept as are the records of births and deaths, and provision 
should be made for adding this work to the records division 
of the department. 


* The time of publication of this Report (December, 1895), enables the close of this 
morbid incident to be noted. Subsequent to March 31, a total of 137 cases were reported, 
with 24 deaths. The last patient was discharged and the hospital closed in September. 

Zhe grand total was, of cases 358, of deaths 73—a percentage of 20.33. 
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Public Vaccine Supplies. 

The further experience had during the year in meeting 
the demands for vaccine virus has only served to confirm 
and strengthen the view expressed last year in this regard, 
which was that the city should establish and operate its 
own laboratory for this purpose and produce an article of 
unquestionable good quality for department use and for 
distribution to local physicians. 

It is scarcely to be tolerated that St. Louis should be com- 
pelled to accept supplies of this peculiar and important 
character from sources certainly not above reproach in a 
sanitary and bacteriological sense. 

The propagation of bovine virus in private hands is merely 
a business, or commercial undertaking, and the product 
under present conditions becomes merely a commodity in 
the market, to be sold if possible, with perhaps but little 
regard to the circumstances attending its production, its 
age, manner of handling, ete. 

By the use of stocks thrown on the market in time of sud- 
den need, and which give no results or bad results, the 
practice of vaccination tends to become discredited in the 
estimation of a part of the public, and through the opposi- 
tion or neglect of such persons an inviting field for smal- 
pox is prepared, and the whole community suffers in conse- 
quence when the seeds of the disease find the congenial soil. 

This enterprise, if inaugurated by the city under skilled 
care, Should be made to yield profitable results in a financial 
as well as a public health sense; as the ordinary outiay for 
virus in years when small-pox has not shown itself here 
amounts probably to more than the interest on the inyvest- 
ment such an undertaking would require. 


La Grippe, Measles and Other Diseases. 

Measles had extensive prevalence during the winter, and 
professional opinion seems divided respecting the value of 
placarding this disease, which practice has been followed 
during the year. Probably the arguments used against so 
doing are the same as were employed when it was first pro- 
posed to give public notification by placard in case of small- 
pox, scarlatina, and diphtheria. The increase of public 
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knowledge respecting the serious consequences that may 
often attend this generally considered harmless disease will 
aid in the observance of the existing rule, and in time will 
operate to restrict the spread of the infection. | 

The grippe or influenza again visited St. Louis in one of 
its many aspects, the catarrhal form, and made a decided im- 
pression on the general health. Its influence in the deter- 
mination of disorders and diseases of the excretory, circula- 
tory and nervous systems is fully recognized and affections 
of the heart and brain leading to fatal terminations are 
correctly attributed to the agency of the subtle poison of 
this pandemic scourge. That it has been a potent factor in 
the causation of insanity is well known and suicidal and 
homicidal attempts and acts due to its influence have been 
reported too frequently to meet successful denial. 
Temporary Care of Lunatics. 

Local legislation has at last removed the necessity for 
treating insane persons and suspected lunatics the same 
as criminals when taken in charge by the police. Provision 
has been made for their conveyance direct to the city hos- 
pital in department ambulances under medical care, and 
their detention at that place pending decision as to the fact 
of insanity being present. In doubtful cases the law requires 
that a commission of medical officers of the department 
shall be convened to determine this question. But suitable 
provision for their care at the hospital still remains neces- 
sary pending final disposal. 

Olinics for Medical Schools. 

The change recommended in the last report respecting 
the manner of holding hospital clinics by medical colleges 
was agreed to during the summer, but later reconsidered and 
abandoned for reasons of temporary expediency. It is still 
held to be the only practical solution to the question owing 
to the increased number of schools, and that the present 
System of assigning certain hours to each school, thus en- 
tailing a constant repetition of work to the exhaustion and 
injury of patients and to the detriment of efficient admin- 
istration in the institution, is not in accordance with the 
best interests of all concerned. | 
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Enlarged opportunities for clinical instruction were 
afforded during the year by opening the institutions for 
the care of the insane to medical colleges under suitable re- 
strictions, and these have been taken advantage of by a 
number of schools for the benefit of their classes; but in- 
creased space for this purpose is much needed at all the 
institutions thus visited. 


Hlectric Ambulance Car. 

The introduction of an electric ambulance car in place of 
the ordinary vehicles for the conveyance to hospital, etc, 
of those coming under department care was accomplished in 
December, and this change in service has fully justified itself 
in professional as well as public opinion. The terminal facil- 
ities for the car, and for the handling of patients, in order 
to properly place them aboard, are not perfected as yet but 
what is wanting will probably be supplied in due time and 
the essentials of this branch of' department work be made 
more complete. (For cuts of car, see pages 72 and 73.) 
Dispensary Removal. 

Legislation was granted during the year providing for the 
removal of the city dispensary to a more suitable location, 
namely, the district between Broadway, Twelfth, O’Fallon, 
and Franklin avenue, which contains the densest and most 
indigent population in the city. Its transfer will place it 
where it belongs as a means provided for the temporary re- 
lief of those without other recourse in case of disease or in- 
jury, and will relieve the municipal headquarters of the 
nuisance and danger arising from its being made a rendez- 
vous for all manner of spreading diseases. 


Disposal of Unclaimed Dead Bodies. 

This matter came before the department in connection 
with the near prospect of the exhaustion of burial space in 
the city cemetery, and led to a consideration of the avail- 
able means of relief. Enlargement of the area of the pres- 
ent grounds was not deemed advisable, situated as they are 
so near to populous localities. Cremation was discussed, 
and also recourse to the quarantine tract where interments 
were made a number of years ago. No definite conclusion 
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was reached but, meantime, a considerable diminution in the 
demand for interment at public cost was effected by the as- 
signment of this class of bodies to the board for the distri- 
bution of human remains constituted under the statute 
which prescribes the manner in which medical schools shall 
obtain anatomical material. 

The ground now devoted to burial purposes could be much 
more usefully employed otherwise and the early removal of 
all human remains now there would prove both judicious 
and advantageous to the city. 


DEPARTMENT INSTITUTIONS, THEIR CONDITION AND MAN- 
AGEMENT. 


Statements in greater or less detail will be found else- 
where giving particular accounts of the several institutions 
by those who were in immediate charge. The general - 
management has compared favorably with that displayed 
during the preceding year and in whatever respect improve- 
ment appears credit should be given to whomever it may 
be justly due, and the suggestions respectively advanced 
should receive careful consideration. 


City Hospital. 


Some improvement has been made in a few of the physical 
features of this institution, but the general decay apparent 
in the buildings forbids the hope of adequate successful 
renovation.. The city has far outgrown the present struct- 
ure as respects floor space, sanitary construction and en- 
lightened requirements. But the site is an excellent one for 
hospital purposes, special in character, and the recommend- 
ation is again made that buildings for an emergency hos- 
pital be erected there with provision for consumptives, con- 
valescents and chronic cases at a point more removed from 
city environment. 

Under the changed law respecting the handling of insane 
cases fitting provision should be made at once for the care 
of such patients until final conclusions are reached. 

The out-patient department mentioned last year as being 
a most desirable feature is again recommended. 
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Kemale Hospital. 

The overtaxed capacity of this institution is plainly to be 
seen and that provision should be made for a better classi- 
fication and assignment of patients is evident. 

Repairs have to made continually, but the buildings still 
present an insecure appearance. 

The abundant material suitable for clinical instruction 
can not be utilized because of inadequate space in which to 
present it. Amphitheatre facilities should be provided at 
this place which could also be made advantageous to the 
Asylum and Poor House near by. 

Insane Asylum. 

The pressure of population at this institution which is 
almost continually felt was somewhat relieved at times by 
transfers to the insane department of the Poor House. An 
anticipated increase of available space for patients’ quarters 
to be effected through repairs and renovation was not ac- 
complished, although substantial progress was made. 

The introduction of sheet metal for ceiling purposes was 
begun, and all overhead work should be replaced in this way 
as a necessary precaution against falling plaster and, to 
some extent, fire as well. 

The uniforming of all attendants in conformity with the 
rule established last year was an element tending to better 
discipline and efficiency. 

The statement of the Superintendent covers quite well the 
existing needs of the institution. 

Yuarantine and Small-pox Hospital. 

The necessity which arose requiring the transportation 
of several hundred patients to this institution, many of them 
during severe cold weather, over frozen roads, or through 
deep mud, and the other difficulties encountered, served to 
emphasize most fully the inhumanity of so doing and the 
need for an institution of this kind located at a place of more 
convenient access. 

The opposition shown several times during the latter part 
of the year on the part of the authorities at Jefferson Bar- 
racks to the passage of ambulances through the reservation 
also served to complicate the situation and showed the al- 
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most helpless position of the city with respect to the uses 
of this property in time of greatest need. Water carriage 
to Quarantine was impossible during the winter, to send 
patients by rail was found not feasible, and military author- 
ity controlled the only remaining route to this institution. 

If this property is to be retained for present purposes past 
experience has shown the imperative necessity for the city 
to acquire highway rights through the Jefferson Barracks 
tract, and Congress should ‘be asked to grant this with as 
little delay as possible. 

The entire water supply for Quarantine is pumped di- 
rectly from the river and great risk to health must attend 
its unguarded use, loaded as it is with the entire sewage out- 
flow of this city. 

A filter of capacity sufficient to meet all possible needs 
should be provided without delay. 

Protection Against Fire. 

The greatly increased risk to life and limb attending a 
fire at any institution where a large number of more or less 
helpless persons are quartered makes imperative the duty 
to constantly guard against this danger in every possible 
way; and, accordingly, further measures were taken during 
the year to reduce the chances for such occurrences in, all 
the institutions. 

The Work House, Jail, Htc. 

A peculiar form of disease developed during the summer 
among the prisoners at the Work House proving fatal in 
several cases, but the precise nature of which does not seem 
to have been fully made out. 

Its prevalence chiefly among males occupying cells having 
very grave sanitary defects led to the reconstruction of the 
ground tier with granitoid flooring and other improvements, 
the disease abating meantime. 

The dietary of the institution was fairly well sustained 
during the year. ; 

The occurrence of small-pox in the persons of a few prison- 
ers during February led to an order by the Mayor temporar- 
ily assigning to the department the entire medical charge 
of the place. 
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The House of Refuge similarly was placed under tempo- 
rary department supervision, but no variolous disease 
showed itself there. 

The Jail received extra attention from the department, 
several prisoners there having shown small-pox and been 
removed in consequence. A result of this occurrence was 
that the State authorities refused to admit convicts to the 
penitentiary from the Jail, causing a considerable number 
to be held here with serious overcrowding, which condition 
persisted to the close of the year. 


SUMMARY OF SOME OF THE PRINCIPAL RECOMMENDATIONS 
FOR THE PROTECTION OF PUBLIC HEALTH AND SUGGES- 
TIONS FOR THE IMPROVEMENT OF THE DEPARTMENT. 

That Congress be asked to create a commission to investi- 
gate and report on the subject of the pollution of natural 
water courses which affects, or threatens to affect the people 
of more than one State. 


That a local commission be formed under municipal auth- 
ority to inquire fully into the quality of the water supply of 
St. Louis. 

That a disinfection division be created provided with the 
necessary equipment and appliances for the use of super- 
heated steam. 


That an isolation hospital for dangerous spreading dis- 
eases be established within convenient distance, and the 
Quarantine property abandoned for such purpose. 


That the Quarantine property be devoted to Poor House 
uses and the present institution relieved of the class known 
as pauper inmates. 

That consideration be given to plans for a modern edifice 
for emergency purposes on the site of the City Hospital, with 
suitable provision for the care of consumptives, convales: 
cents and chronic cases elsewhere. 

That Congress be asked to grant to the city highway 
rights to Quarantine through the Jefferson Barracks reserv- 
ation. 

That effective legislation covering the whole subject of 
milk and dairy inspection be enacted giving to the Health 
department entire control of this work. 


That a better method of meat inspection be secured with 
competent official scrutiny of all animals immediately before 
slaughter, and the summary condemnation and disposal of 
all found unfit for human food. 
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That bacteriological tests in disease be continued and the 
work placed on a permanent basis by law, with all necessary 
laboratory facilities under skilled direction. 

That more active measures for the control of tuberculosis 
be instituted. 


That the work inaugurated for the production of antitox- 
ine be continued under conditions designed to give the best 
results. 


That a laboratory for the production of vaccine virus be 
established in connection with the city dairy. 


That a bureau of vaccination be instituted for recording 
data respecting the vaccinal status of school children and 
others. 


That ice from all sources likely to come into domestic use 
be made the subject of official inspection and analytical 
tests. 


That the abatement of nuisances on public property and 
the laying of pipe with a view to house drainage be remitted 
to another department. 


That the method of holding clinics by medical schools at 
the public institutions be reformed, and that additional 
space and facilities for this form of instruction be provided. 


That proper terminal facilities at the several institutions, 
and at the Dispensary following its removal, be provided for 
the car ambulance in order that patients may be handled 
without exposure to the weather. 


That an out-patient department be instituted at the City 
Hospital. 

That provision be made for the filtration of the Quaran- 
tine water supply and that of other department institutions. 

That the removal of all dead bodies from the city cemetery 
be authorized and the ground devoted to purposes of tillage 
and recreation.

The following letter by the Health Commissioner was submitted for the 
information of the Board, having been addressed to the President Board 
Public Improvements: ‘I have the honor to acknowledge receipt of your 
letter of 30th ultimo returning sundry communications from different par- 
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ties relative to desired drainage facilities, which were forwarded to you 
from this office. 

At the time these were sent you I was under the impression that some 
provision for further work, payable out of the fund for the ‘abatement of 
nuisances on public property,’ would be made in the pending general ap- 
propriation bill, but it appears that this has not been done; therefore no 
work in the direction indicated can now be undertaken. 

In the main you correctly state my views with respect to the means of 
house drainage, called sanitary sewers, that have been afforded in certain 
parts of this city. 

At best they merely serve to shift a nuisance ffom one place to another, 
and while a few people have been helped in this way, many have been 
harmed—the total public effect being in my opinion mischievous and harm- 
ful. 

The evidence of this is to be found in the present condition of the River 
Des Peres in Forest Park, and Harlem Creek, the upper courses of these 
two streams having been made the principal outlets for the so-called sani- 
tary sewers. 

The original purpose of the fund provided for the abatement of nuisances 
on public property was entirely legitimate and proper, enabling the city to 
lead the way by removing pond nuisances occurring on the line of public 
streets and alleys; and it was the departure from this purpose, and the di- 
version of funds attending it, as I understand the matter, that led to the 
present failure of appropriation—this diversion or perversion consisting in 
the expenditure of public moneys for the removal of private nuisances by 
laying lines of house drains, thus lending encouragement to the perpetra- 
tion of sanitary misdeeds in particular localities which elsewhere in the 
city would be met with prosecution. 

No fair objection on sanitary grounds, all the circumstances being con- 
sidered, could be offered to these drains, if when constructed, provision was 
made to dispose of the contents in an inoffensive manner, as by pumping 
into the main sewers, treating by chemicals, ete. 

I share the regret expressed by you that the sanction of the Health de- 
partment was ever given to the system as it now exists; as, had this been 
withheld methods more in keeping with modern sanitation would of 
necessity have been adopted. 

While, as you point out, it is within the lawful province of the Board of 
Health to direct you to cause sanitary work of the kind in question to be 
done in manner and by such means as they shall indicate, in my opinion 
it does not follow that this department shall supply the labor and material; 
and in case the appropriation to the fund before mentioned is resumed, I 
see no reason why you should not engage the necessary labor, direct its 
operations, ete.; and, as I understand, the Comptroller is also of this opin- 
ion. 

By so doing probably a much closer approximation to the ultimate drain- 
age needs of suburban localities could be attained, and conditions restrict- 
ing the creation of nuisances, as the basis of a demand for private relief 
at public cost, could be imposed which are now wanting.”

The number of cases thus located aggregate 118, with a mortality of 21, 
or 18 per cent—being 2.5 per cent of the total deaths for the month. 

The total number of cases of this disease reported during July, 1893, 
was thirty-five, the increase for this year for the same month being more 
than three times as great; while for July, 1892, the cases reported num- 
bered 42, with 17 deaths. 

It will be remembered that the unwholesome conditions here two years 
ago, Which found partial expression in these figures, developed later in the 
year into the severest visitation of typhoid fever this city has experienced 
for a number of years; and if, in the light of this experience, the situation 
then demanded attention in the interest of protection to public health, 
much more is it necessary now that the warning is pronounced with such 
additional emphasis. 

The present situation respecting this disease taken in connection with 
the increased prevalence during the month of other intestinal disorders, 


together with the rather uniform distribution of the cases over the city, 
relative density of population being considered, points to the influence of 
a general cause, and this is most probably the water supply, and should 
lead to a repetition of the cautionary notice given the public last summer 
by this department that all domestic supplies of water drawn from sources 
liable to pollution, should be thoroughly boiled before drinking. 
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The renewed and wide-spread activity of cholera now being manifested 
over nearly the entire continent of Europe is an additional reason for vig- 
ilant and constant scrutiny of the quality of all public water supplies, and 
for prudence and care on the part of the public to insure their purity in 
household use.”

The following communication from the Health Commissioner was read 
and referred: ‘The annual report for the last municipal year which I sub- 
mitted to his Honor, the Mayor, contained the following recommendation, 
viz.: “That recognition of medical colleges as such be suspended and, in- 
stead, that provision be made at the city institutions for clinical teaching 
to which all medical students may be admitted.” 

The present custom of recognizing each one of the numerous medical 
schools and assigning separate hours for their clinics at the City Hospital 
entails a vast amount of unnecessary labor to the hospital staff and oper- 
ates to the detriment of the efficiency of the institution.: 

It is proposed as an alternative that the recognition now extended to 
these schools as individual organizations be suspended; and that a cer- 
tain number of hours per week be devoted to clinical teaching at the 
hospital by men chosen with reference to their special abilities and recog- 
nized qualifications in the different branches of medicine, and that all medi- 
cal students shall have the right of admission to these clinics or lectures 
upon complying with certain established conditions. 

The needless repetition of work by the hospital staff entailed by the pres- 
ent method would be avoided, greater benefits to students would follow as 
a more varied and larger amount of clinical material would be offered to 
them, lecturers would address a more numerous audience, and a wholesome 
emulation and zeal would be aroused among them, born of a desire to be 
accounted the most accomplished and instructive teacher. 

This plan is pursued most satisfactorily elsewhere, and its introduction 
here will serve to diminish unnecessary work, elevate the standard and im- 
prove the quality of medical instruction, and redound to the credit of this 
city as a desirable place to which medical students may resort for the suc- 
cessful pursuit of their studies. 

I have the honor to submit this matter to the judgment of the Board and 
would request an expression of opinion thereon in view of the approach of 
the season when school work will be resumed; as, if this reeommendation 
is approved, regulations to govern this change in method would have to 
be drawn up, approved and promulgated.”’

1. The Superintendents of the several hospitals are hereby authorized 
and required to refuse to divulge to anyone not officially entitled to re- 
ceive it any information respecting the names, the cause or causes which 
led to the admission of patients to the institutions under their charge, nor 
concerning their illness or the treatment received while there, and they 
will cause this rule to be strictly observed by every attache and employe 
of the institution; provided that this rule does not restrict reports made to 
medical societies or medical journals.

company without substantial offense to the community. 

2 The Health Commissioner is instructed to issue his order requiring 
the abatement of said nuisance within 30 days.

The following communication from the Health Commissioner was read: 
“Having been designated by his Honor, the Mayor, to represent the city 
at the recent meeting in Montreal, of the American Public Health Associa- 
tion, I beg to submit a brief report on some of the more important business 
transacted and proceedings had on that occasion. 

The opening session was principally devoted to the presentation of pa- 
pers and reports relating to public water supplies. An interesting account 
of further experiments conducted at Lawrence, Mass., by the State board 
of health was submitted, which served to throw additional light on the 
natural processes and the changes effected in polluted water by sand filtra- 
tion. 

Besides this contribution papers were read on the recent salutary change 
in population health produced in certain Italian cities by water supplies of 
a better sanitary character, on sedimentation of water, on the water basin 
of Long Island in relation to the Brooklyn supply, on the water of farm 








homesteads, on pure water vy. purified water, on the water supplies of 


towns and, finally, the report of the special committee on the general sub- 
ject of the pollution of water supplies. The report was not final, the con- 
clusions stated being provisional, pending the results of further inquiry 
and research. 

An important recommendation made in the report was that the work of 
studying and identifying the large number of different forms of bacteria 
found in drinking water be divided among competent sets of observers in 
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different parts of the country, and to facilitate this undertaking it was 
voted that those individual boards and scientifié institutions represented 
in the Association, which were prepared to undertake such work, were 
pledged to assist in these researches to the full extent of their several abili- 
ties. This will result in not only inter-state, but international co-operation 
in the work of studying the territorial range of specific forms of patho- 
genic bacteria, as the Canadian and Mexican members will contribute 
their full share of labor of the kind indicated. 

Perceiving that the logical drift and natural sequence of all the accom- 
plished and projected work in this line was toward the assumption by na- 
tional governments of the responsibility and cost of such investigations in 
the interest of the general health, I offered the following during the ses- 
sion: 

“Whereas it is the sense of the American Public Health Association 
that the pollution or potable waters in America has reached such a point 
that the national governments should be asked to take cognizance of the 
matter with the view of devising means of prevention and relief; therefore 
pe it 

“Resolved, That this Association memorialize the Congress of the United 
States and ask that they shall authorize the appointment of a competent 
commission clothed with power to fully investigate the whole subject of 
the pollution of rivers and lakes by municipal and manufacturing waste, 
and provided with sufficient means to enable them to conduct the examin- 
ation in such manner as shall be deemed best, the result of said examina- 
tion to be published from time to time for the public information.” 


The resolution was favorably received and was referred to the committee 
above named whose chairman, Major Charles Smart, Surgeon U. S. Army, 
has since informed me that his view wasi clear as to the present necessity 
for a Government commission, and that pending the report to the Associ- 
ation next year he should consider it his duty to draft a suitable bill for 
Congressional action, and urge legislation on the subject at the earliest 
possible moment. 

The experimental tests conducted at different places in the East respect- 
ing sedimentation and filtration of water, though most intelligently ap- 
plied and supervised, do not, in my opinion, fully meet all the practical 
points which arise in that connection in the Mississippi valley, inasmuch 
us the waters in the localities where these elaborate experiments are being 
earried on are, generally speaking, almost entirely free from the quantities 
of clay, sand, and other inorganic matters, as well as certain vegetable 
substances, found in suspension in our waters. 

It seems to me that at least three important aspects of this large question 
remain to be investigated and settled in the West, and these are, namely: 
(1) The extent to which sedimentation alone of silt-bearing water supplies 
is efficient to free such waters used in large quantity from dangerous bac- 
terial elements. (2) The extent to which artificial filtration on a large 
seale of public water supplies may be safely depended on to exclude the 
spores or seeds of dangerous bacteria—it being conceded that filters prop- 
erly constructed and handled may free polluted water of the mature organ- 
isms sufficiently to make it safe for use, but whether the as yet undevel- 
oped bacteria are thus removed remains to be seen. (8) The effect on 
bacterial life of waters carrying considerable quantities of lime, ete., in 
solution (the so-called hard waters) and the behavior of such waters under 
artificial filtration when public necessity demands their use. 

It seems to me that these considerations and many others having im- 
mediate relation to the sanitary safety of millions of people are as wide as 
the Mississippi valley, if not as wide as the continent, and demand for 
their proper determination the exercise of official power and authority as 
broad as the subject itself, with the view to finding means to correct ex- 
- isting evils and prevent others which now threaten wherever a water course 
or basin affords opportunity for the discharge into it of human filth. 

The matter of the disposal of garbage also received considerable atten- 
tion at this meeting, but through want of time the able report of the special 
committee on this subject was only presented in brief outline. It compre- 
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hended, however, the results of careful examination into the various meth- 
ods and processes employed abroad for the handling, treatment and final 
disposal of garbage and like substances. 

The prevention and restriction of tuberculosis in man and animals—the 
latter in connection with the public milk supply—was given a prominent 
place and decided progress was reported in the direction of public educa- 
tion concerning the principal avenues of danger, and the recognized neces- 
sity for the quick destruction of all matters expectorated by persons hay- 
ing the disease. 

Encouraging progress was also reported on means which enable an ear- 
lier and, it is stated, more accurate diagnosis of diphtheria to be made 
than was formerly possible, these being made available to practicing phy- 
sicians through the instrumentality of boards of health. 

A visit was paid to the extensive maritime quarantine station main- 
tained by the Dominion government at Grosse Island, on the St. Lawrence, 
thirty-one miles below Quebec. 

The provision made there to fulfill the purposes of the establishment in 
the way of detention quarters for the well, hospital accommodations for 


the sick, etc., seems ample and complete,’ while the steam disinfecting - 


plant is of the newest style and largest capacity. The appliances for sul- 
phur fumigation and drenching with bichloride solution are also of the 
most approved patterns. The service is maintained continuously by means 
of double relays day and night from the opening of the navigation season 
to its close, and altogether this possible port of entry for pestilence appears 
to be even more thoroughly guarded through watchful vigilance and mod- 
ern equipment than some of the cities on our own seaboard.” 


The following amended rules offered by the Health Commissioner were 
referred: 
1. The transportation of the bodies of persons dead from cerebro- 


spinal meningitis, diphtheria, scarlatina, typhus fever, small-pox, Asiatic - 


cholera, or yellow fever, is prohibited and absolutely forbidden. 

2. From November 15th to March 15th, all dead bodies may be trans- 
ported under certain restrictions, except those dead from causes mentioned 
in rule 1. 

3. The bodies of persons presented for transportation must at all times 
be first closely wrapped in a carbolated cere-cloth, or some equally: effect- 
ive substitute, and placed in a metallic or wooden box. 

Note.—A carbolated cere-cloth is a strong cotton winding-sheet which 
has been dipped in a melted. mixture of wax, tallow or lard and carbolic 
acid. A cheaper substitute is one dipped in a strong watery solution of 
earbolic acid or chloride of zine (Burnett’s solution). An outer envelope 
of India rubber, lined with a cotton or flannel cloth saturated with an 
aqueous solution of carbolic acid, is an effective substitute for cere-cloth, 
and may be used. When bodies are embalmed the cere-cloth may be dis- 
pensed with. é 

4. Every dead body must be accompanied by a physician’s certificate 
of death, and a certificate from the shipping undertaker that the corpse 
has been prepared for transportation in accordance with the requirements 
of these regulations. 


5. Permits for the disinterment of bodies will only be granted from No- 


vember 15th to April Ist. 


6. No permits for the disinterment of bodies of persons dead from 
cholera or yellow fever will be given. 

7. No permits for the disinterment of bodies of persons dead from 
small-pox, diphtheria, scarlet or typhus fever, will be granted until after 
the expiration of ten years from date of death, and then only during the 
months of December, January and February, and in accordance with 
rule 3.

I have the honor, respectfully, to advise that Sec. 341, Art. V., Chap. 14, 
Rey. Ord. 1887, gives the Health Commissioner, among other things, the 
power: “To declare and abate nuisances in such manner as may be pro- 
vided by the charter, or by the ordinances of the city.” Sec. 448, Art. 
10, Chap. 14, Rev. Ord. 1887, provides that: ‘Whenever the Board of 
Health of the City of St. Louis shall have officially declared of record, that 
any nuisance exists within the limits of the City of St. Louis, as defined by 
the provisions of this article, the Health Commissioner shall have the 


-power to order said nuisance to be abated or removed, either by filling up, 


draining, cleaning, purifying, discontinuing or removing the same, as the 
case may be.” Sec. 444 of the same article and chapter requires that when 
the owner, ete., of any property, ete., shall be served with a notice from 
the Health Commissioner ordering the abatement of any nuisance, as afore- 
said, and has failed to comply with the notice, or has failed to show good 
cause to the Health Commissioner why he has not complied with the order, 
“for which purpose he shall be entitled to be heard before said Health 
Commissioner and the Board of Health, if he so requests it, within five days 
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of the receipt or service of the order from said Health Commissioner,” then 
such owner, ete., shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Under the facts stated in the request for an opinion, to-wit, that the nui- 
sance referred to was declared of record by the Board of Health to be a 
nuisance, and that the Health Commissioner had ordered the abatement 
of the same within thirty days, and assuming that the owner, ete., has 
failed to show cause to the Health Commissioner why he has failed to 
abate the same, and assuming’ that the owner did not within five days af- 
ter the receipt of the order from the Health Commissioner to abate the 
nuisance, request to be heard before the Health Commissioner and the 
Board of Health, why he cannot or ought not to comply with such order, 
there remains now nothing to be done but to institute a prosecution for a 
misdemeanor in the manner pointed out in Sec. 444, aforesaid.” 


The following communication from the Health Commissioner was read: 


“In view of the expiration on the 17th ultimo of the thirty days given 
the St. Louis Sanitary Company within which to abate the nuisance found 
by the Board to exist at the Company’s south plant, and for the reason 
that the question whether or not abatement on the order given has been 
effected, will be considered to-day in connection with the opinion of the 
City Counsellor thereon presented herewith, I have the honor to respect- 
fully submit to your attention the following: 

Careful consideration of all the testimony offered in the course of the 
hearing of this matter by the Board, together with a fair knowledge of 
how plants of this character elsewhere are operated, and the various meth- 
ods employed in treating garbage, have led me to the opinion I hold con- 
cerning this particular establishment. 

While it is beyond question that a large sum of money has been ex- 
pended in its construction, and that an effort was made to secure an ef- 
fective plant for the purpose intended, still a doubt must be entertained 
whether the wisest use was made of the funds thus invested, the location, 
surface levels, arrangement, construction, etc., all being considered. Had 
the original design been to create and perpetuate conditions inimical to 
public comfort and health by its operation, unfortunately scarcely a better 
choice could have been made in view of the peculiar character of the con- 
cern and the processes there employed. This is to be regretted when the 
magnitude of the investment, the economic value of the material there 
utilized and, most of all, the health of the people in its vicinity are taken 
into account. 

The establishment as it stands no doubt serves all the ends of a success- 
ful manufacturing enterprise, but being of quasi public nature more than 
this is justly expected of it, and the name of the Company must continue 
to be a misnomer so long as odors are given off from it to the sanitary 
detriment of those within their range. 

The Sanitary Company has contracted with the city to dispose of all 
garbage by the Merz process, and their own expert witnesses have sworn 
that this process rightly applied requires the continuous air-tight treatment 
of such material from start to finish; and, moreover, that it was entirely 
practicable to secure this result. 

The experience of the past summer, together with a knowledge of the 
mechanical arrangement and operation of these works shows that this is 
not done, and that but little more has been attempted beyond what its 
merely commercial needs call for—the important sanitary demands being 
held rather in abeyance, and this delinquency or negligence has occasioned 
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the nuisance complained of. The evidence offered last summer and per- 
sonal examinations made at different times by me show the existence of 
at least two serious gaps or radical flaws in the process there employed, 
ohe being the re-handling of raw garbage on the second floor, the other 
the emptying of the contained substance while hot, the material in both 
instances being exposed to the air and giving off freely its offensive odors— 
in the latter case at a high temperature, thus aiding its diffusion. 

In the operation of the works in attempting to deal with this condition, 
the rather fantastic practice followed is to first set free the bad smells and 
then try to recapture them by means of blowers, but the result is failure, 
and must always be failure. 

It is my firm opinion that no exposure of the garbage to the open air is 
necessary from the time it enters the receiving tanks until it appears as 
the finished cold products, that the dryers can and should be filled direct 
from the receivers by steam or other power, and that the garbage when 
sufficiently freed from moisture can be subjected to benzine extraction in 
the dryers themselves, thus avoiding the present necessity of lifting this 
offensive material from the ground to the top floor, giving off its effluvia 
all the while. And in this position I am supported by the opinions of those 
whose expert qualifications enable them to speak with authority on this 
subject. 


The obnoxious gaps or deficiencies mentioned should be closed at once, 
as otherwise the nuisance cannot be abated. The Company’s contract en- 
gagement calls for it, the public health demands it, and the fulfillment 
should be insisted on. 


Much as I should regret the necessity for a return to the former way of 
disposing of kitchen refuse, my opinion is that it would be better to perma- 
nently close these works and throw the garbage into the river, than that 
the people in the southern part of the city should be distressed in future 
as they have been in the past on this account. 

But there is no need for this, in my judgment, if the Sanitary Company 
is made to live up to its agreement.”

The Health Commissioner submitted the following for the information 
of the Board: “To the Honorable City Council of St. Louis: In obedience 
to your reference to me of certain pending bills, with request for such sug- 
gestions concerning milk legislation as may be deemed of interest, I have 
the honor to state that I have carefully considered the same, and, in order 
to more fully inform myself therein, have collected data from all the prin- 
cipal cities of the country, and from a considerable number of foreign mu- 
nicipalities as well, respecting the methods and customs followed there in 
regard to milk, its testing, sale, etc. 
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In reaching the conclusions upon which the suggestions herein submit- 
ted are based I have had the counsel, and freely availed myself of the ex- 
pert chemical, sanitary and veterinary knowledge of the following gentle- 
men: 


Dr. C. O. Curtman, Professor of Chemistry, Missouri Medical College; 
Dr. Albert Merrell, member State Board of Health, and late Professor of 
Chemistry; Dr. Paul Paquin, late Professor of Comparative Medicine in 
the Missouri State University, also a member of the State Board of Health; 
Dr. W. C. Teichman, City Chemist; and, also, the assistance of Dr. James 
M. Leete for a portion of the time. 


The subject was divided for consideration into three main parts, the first 
one being: 


CHEMICAL TESTS, STANDARDS AND INSTRUMENTS. 


1. That the standard of purity for whole milk shall be: Solids not less 
than 12.50 per cent from August 15th to April 15th, and not less than 12.00 
per cent from April 15th to August 15th. 

Butter fat not less than 3.00 per cent from August 15th to April 15th, 
and 2.75 per cent from April 15th to August 15th. 


The last tests to be preliminary in character and made with Marchand’s 
lacto-butyrometer. 

2. That samples shall be submitted to City Chemist for examination 
when the specific gravity test, or other circumstances create suspicion as 
to purity. : 

3. That the maximum and minimum standard for specific gravity test 
shall be 1.028 to 1.034. 


4. That the color plate (so-called pioscope) be used for cases within lim- 
its prescribed by specific gravity for purpose of opacity test in preliminary 
examination. “ 

5. That cream shall have a minimum of butter fat of 13.00 per cent; 
the solids of cream not to be subjected to any definite standard. 

6. That the test employed for incipient decomposition be a sample of 
milk mixed with sixty per cent alcohol. 

7. That all adulterants of whatever nature, as coloring matter or pre- 
servatives, be absolutely prohibited. 

8. That samples of milk to be tested for purity shall be collected in 
the manner prescribed by the Health department, and all examinations 
either chemical, microscopical or bacteriological shall be made by or under 
the direction of the City Chemist, who shall be provided with two addi- 
tional assistants. 


SKIMMED MILK, REGULATIONS TO GOVERN ITS SALE; ALSO, FEES FOR AND 
CONDITIONS TO GOVERN ANALYSES MADE FOR PRIVATE PERSONS. 


1. That all milk which contains not less than 9.30 per cent of solids, 
inclusive of fat, which is of a specific gravity between 1,032 and 1,038, 
which is free from foreign additions of any kind and any evidence of de- 
composition, shall be known as skimmed milk and may be sold as such 
under the following regulations: 


(a) All vessels, cans or packages from or in which milk is delivered 
or sold shall be distinctly marked in a conspicuous place above the center 
on the outside of each container, with the words “skimmed milk,” in un- 
condensed Gothic letters not less than one inch in length. 


(b) All wagons or vehicles from or in which skimmed milk is sold or 
delivered shall carry such quality of milk only and shall be plainly marked 
on both sides of each vehicle by a sign in letters not less than three inches 
in length with the words “Skimmed Milk.” 
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(c) Each store, depot or other place where skimmed milk is sold shall 
have displayed in plain view of any one entering the premises a sign, the 
letters of which are not less than two inches in length reading ‘‘Skimmed 
Milk.” 


(d) All persons selling or delivering skimmed milk shall place upon each 
vessel or container into which such milk is measured, transferred or deliv- 
ered, a label or “sticker” one inch by two inches in size upon which is 
printed in heavy faced Gothic letters the words ‘skimmed milk’ with such 

other matter as the Board of Health may prescribe to prevent its use in- 
stead of whole milk for infant feeding. 


(e) Manufacturers who make affidavit in the form to be prescribed by 
the Board of Health that the skim milk they handle will not be sold at 
retail as milk, but is solely used for manufacturing purposes shall be ex- 
empt from the foregoing provisions. 

(f), Any person who shall sell, exchange, or have such in his possession 
with intent to sell, exchange or deliver same in) any manner other than as 
above prescribed shall be subject to the same penalties as are provided for 
the sale of whole milk below the established standard. 

2. Fees and conditions, etc.: ‘That all applications to the Board of 
Health by private persons for chemical examination of milk be granted 
on payment of two dollars for each separate determination, and twelve 
dollars for a complete examination as designated by the Board. 


DAIRY INSPECTION, VETERINARY EXAMINATION OF DAIRY STOCK, AND VENTI- 
LATION. 


1. That all dealers, producers and shippers of milk to be used in the 
City of St. Louis shall register at the Health department and make ap- 
plication for license in such form as shall be approved by the Board of 
Health, and shall agree therein to submit to the sanitary and veterinary 
surveillance of the Health department. The registration fee to be one 
dollar, and all licenses thus issued to be subject to suspension or revocation 
for cause shown before the Board of Health. 

2. That a veterinarian, whose qualifications and duties shall be as pre- 
scribed by the Board of Health, shall be regularly employed for the pur- 
pose of inspection at the salary of .............. dollars per month; and 
from time to time such assistance may be given him as may be deemed 
necessary by the Board. 

3. That it be forbidden to sell within the City of St. Louis milk from 
cows within one week after calving or one month before calving, or milk 
which coagulates on boiling, or which is obtained from diseased or fevered 
animals, or which has been handled by persons afflicted with, or known 
to have been recently exposed to a communicable disease. All such milk 
shall be seized and destroyed without compensation. 

4. That non-compliance with the order of the veterinarian in regard 
to the treatment and isolation of diseased cows shall be considered good 
cause for suSpending or revoking the license of the producer, shipper, or 
dealer by the Board of Health, and the milk of such cows shall be subject 
to sanitary seizure and destruction without compensation. 

5. That the air space allowed each cow in stable shall be not less than 
1.000 cubic feet. 

In arriving at the standards, ete., mentioned above, careful consideration 
was paid to local and seasonal conditions, and it is believed that they 
approximate very nearly what is proper and right for this city, although 
the figures proposed vary somewhat from the standards established by the 
law of this State. : 

In reference to legislation it is suggested that many of the details and 
much of the minutiae found in the proposed ordinances may more properly 
be embodied in rules and regulations which the Board of Health should 
be authorized to approve for specific purposes. 

Throughout the consideration of all the questions involved the interests 
of the humblest of milk consumers were kept steadily in view, while at 
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the same time it was the desire to avoid any unfairness to or impose any 
unnecessary hardship on either the producer or dealer.” 

Daily removal of garbage from the Union Market on Sundays, Wednes- 
days, Thursdays and Saturdays until December 31st was ordered.

Amended rules for disinterment and transportation of dead bodies of- 
fered by the Health Commissioner October 6th were approved.

so general as to demand the attention of and legislation by the Federal 
government; and 

Whereas, The National Conference of State Boards of Health will con- 
vene at Washington on the 12th proximo; therefore be it 


Resolved, That this Board respectfully requests the State board of 
health of Missouri to use its influence to secure such action by the said 
Conference at the coming meeting as will most effectually bring this sub- 
ject to the attention of Congress at the ensuing session, with the view 
to secure at an early date the appointment of a commission with adequate 
powers and means to thoroughly investigate the whole subject of water 
pollution, in the interest of the sanitary welfare of the public, and to sug- 
gest measures for the correction and prevention of the indicated evil. 


Regular Meeting, December 4.—The following communication 
from the Health Commissioner was read: ‘I have the honor to sub- 
mit for your consideration and approval the recommendation that the 
Municipal Assembly be respectfully requested to appropriate a sufficient 
sum for the purpose of erecting a clinical amphitheatre of proper size at 
the Female Hospital. 

This suggestion is made in view of the inadequate accommodations for 
this purpose at the City Hospital, and for the reason that opportunities 
for valuable instruction to medical students are now unavailable through 
lack of room for clinical purposes at the Female Hospital, the Insane Asy- 
lum and the Poorhouse. 


If an amphitheatre of adequate capacity was provided at the former in- 
stitution it could be made use of to present cases from the other institu- 
tions, and would enable the reform suggested by me last year in the man- 
ner of holding clinics at the City Hospital to be carried into effect. 
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The increasing number of students attending the medical schools of this 
city, the value of the clinical material now unused, and the prospect that 
more convenient transportation facilities to the doors of the more distant 
institutions will be provided before the beginning of another school year, 
all combine to urge the justice and expediency of the recommendation 
herein made. - 


A consideration of no mean weight in this connection would be the gain 
to the institutions through the regular visits of a consulting staff of ex- 
perts.” 


The following was also approved: “I have the honor to recommend that 
the rule approved by you on March 26th, last, requiring all attendants, etc., 
in charge of insane patients, and nurses in care of the sick at the Poor- 
house to wear a uniform dress while on duty, be so extended as to include 
all the dining room help, and those in charge of the male and female divi- 
sions of the pauper department. 


I would also recommend that the same requirement shall apply to nurses 
at the Memale Hospital, and be made a part of the rules governing that in- 
stitution.”’ 

The resolution of the Health Commissioner offered November 30th was 
adopted. 

Regular Meeting, December 6.—Action in complaints of nui- 
ance: 16 cases condemned, 9 dismissed. 

The following recommendations of the Health Commissioner were 
adopted: ‘I have the honor to advise you that on account of practical diffi- 
culties which not infrequently prevent the recognition of diphtheria in its 
earlier stages, and the danger to the public from such unrecognized cases, 
I would recommend that requisitions be approved for the purchase by the 
City Chemist of the apparatus and equipment necessary for the bacterio- 
logical determination of all doubtful cases of that disease coming to the 
notice of this Department. 


The expenditure of funds involved in this step will probably amount to 
a few hundred dollars, but no wiser or more necessary investment could, 
in my opinion, be made at present. 


In the.practical operation of this branch of service the principal item of 
expense will be the test tubes in which the cultures are made and swabs 
earried which, however, will probably not exceed two cents each when 
purchased in quantity. 


The preparation of the blood serum with which they are charged, and 
other procedures to fit them for use can be entrusted to the Assistant City 
Chemist, and the work can be carried on probably with but slight, if any, 
increase of force—excepting, however, that expert bacteriological aid and 
counsel will, from time to time, be necessary. 


I have further to advise you that in conference on the subject with Dr. 
A. N. Ravold, in charge of the bacteriological laboratory of the Medical De- 
partment of Washington University, he informed me that if suitable facili- 
ties were provided, he was prepared to undertake at once the preliminary 
work looking to the ultimate production of a supply of the antitoxine serum 
recommended for protective and curative equination in diphtheria. 
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The horses now at quarantine can be advantageously devoted to this 
purpose; as, otherwise, they are of little use to the City and I would there- 
fore recommend that this work be begun there as soon as possible.” 


Appointments: Sanitary Division—Gustave G. Stoppleworth, inspector. 
City Hospital—Jas. M. Gallagher, day nurse. Female Hospital—Tillie 
Mitzelfeld, 2nd class help. 


Regular Meeting, December 10.—Ordered after a hearing that 
Julius C. Lang and Lucy Jones be admitted as patients to the Insane 
Asylum.

Regular Meeting, December 27 —Ordered after a hearing that 
Hermann Lepper be admitted as a patient to the Insane Asylum. 

Action in complaints of nuisance: 16 cases were condemned. 

The folowing communication from the Health Commissioner was read: 


“Concerning the pending matter as to whether or not the Board shali 
recommend the purchase by the City of additional ground near the Poor- 
house for the interment of unclaimed dead I have the honor to submit that 
in my judgment such a course would be both unwise and unnecessary. 
Instead of increasing the area of ground for this purpose in that locality 
my opinion is that precisely the opposite course should be pursued, and the 
abolition of the so-called Potter’s Field brought about by the discontinuance 
of interments in that place, and the removal of bodies buried there to 
another site. 


The tract in question is too valuable for the purpose to which it is de- 
voted, the encroachment of living population is becoming too pronounced, 
and the welfare of patients confined in the Poorhouse demand its use 
for different ends. If more ground is to be bought let it be for the living, 
not for the dead. If this area was cleared of human remains, as suggested, 
the tract could be devoted most usefully to garden and pleasure ground 
purposes, while all the requirements of the City for a cemetery can be met 
by the tract at Quarantine, which formerly served the purpose and may 
easily be made to do so again. 


The Union Depot Railroad Company propose to furnish a car for the 
conveyance of bodies to the end of the line where it can be met by the 
Quarantine wagon, and the transportation completed by hauling no 
greater distance than is now necessary with most of the bodies thus dis- 
posed of. 
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A simpler method of disposal would be the cremation of bodies un- 
claimed after a certain time, but it may be that public opinion is not yet 
prepared to support such a procedure.” 

The following communication from the Health Commissioner was read 
and accompanying circulars approved: “I have the honor to inform you 
that the arrangements heretofore authorized for supplying to physicians 
by this Department culture tubes for diagnostic purposes in suspected 
cases of diphtheria have been completed, and outfits consisting of a box, 
containing sterile culture and swab tubes, were placed with a number 
of designated druggists on Christmas day. 

I submit herewith copies of notice to physicians containing directions 
for use of outfits, of the blank accompanying the tubes, and of the circular 
to druggists, who received the boxes for distribution.” 


DIPHTHERIA. 
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RETURN SWAB AND BOTH TUBES. 
TO PHYSICIANS: 


Attention is respectfully called to the directions given below for using 
culture tubes for diagnostic purposes in cases of suspected diphtheria. 


DIRECTIONS. 


The patient should be placed in a good light, and, if a child, properly 
held. In cases where it is possible to get a good view of the throat, de- 
press the tongue and rub the cotton swab gently, but freely, against any 
visible exudate or patch. 

In other cases, including those in which the exudate is confined to the 
larynx, pass the swab far back, avoiding the tongue, and rub it freely 
against the mucous membrane of the pharynx and tonsils. Without lay- 
ing the swab down, withdraw the cotton plug from the culture tube, in- 
sert the swab, and rub that portion of it which has touched the exudate 
gently but thoroughly back and forth all over the surface of the blood 
serum. Do not push the swab into the serum, nor break the surface in 
any way. Then replace the swab in its own tube, plug both tubes, put 
them in the box, and return the culture outfit at once to the station from 
“which it was obtained. 

If a disinfectant spray or wash has been applied to the throat, at least 
four hours should elapse before the swab is used, as otherwise the result 
may be misleading. 

The tubes wil be received and report furnished by the Department 
within twelve hours, by mail or telephone, giving the results of the bac- 
teriological examination without charge.” ; 


The following communication from the Health Commissioner was read 
and referred: 

“TI have the honor to inform you that the specially designed electric car. 
built by order of John Scullin, Esq., for the use of the Health Department 
as an ambulance, is now completed and fully equipped for service. 
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A full description of this vehicle, novel in plan and purpose, is appended 
hereto. 


The furnishings and equipment, supplied by the Department, consist 
of eighteen plain folding chairs, twelve having arms and six without arms, 
all provided with rubber fenders to prevent slipping or defacement of the 
woodwork. ; 

A number of litters or stretchers are carried stored in a locker, and in 
an, enclosure under the car body. These are of woven wire and rubber 
duck, fitted with sliding handles and folding supports elevating them, if 
need be, eighteen inches from the floor. A number of blankets, air pillows, 
splints, etc., are stored in proper receptacles. 

A supply of necessary instruments, medicines, dressings, etc., have been 
provided in their appropriate places. 

When in service it is proposed to man the car with a physician, who 
shall be known as Ambulance Surgeon, having rank equal to Assistant 
Dispensary Physician, and who shall be held responsible for its proper 
management as a conveyance for the sick and injured. 

A male attendant with grade of day nurse to also serve with the ear, 
besides a motorman to be designated by the Union Depot Railroad Co., 
both in uniform, and under the orders of the Surgeon while on duty. 

A time card will be prepared and published in order that the police and 
public may know when the car will be due at a given street or designated 
point, enabling patients to be delivered aboard the car with but little 
handling or’ delay. This service, however, will necessarily be somewhat 
crippled and inadequate until such time as track facilities to the several 
institutions are provided, and patients can be landed under shelter at 
their doors; but this want will no doubt be supplied in due time. The ex- 
perimental service begun by the Department early in the Autumn, with an 
ordinary car, proved the utility and superiority of this method of handling 
patients so conclusively that it could not be discontinued without detriment 
to the Department; and, with a car designed especially for this service—the 
first of its kind known to have been built—it may be fairly assumed that 
its merits will retain it in successful use until it in time shall be replaced 
by something more progressive, and still better adapted to the desired 
end. 

For giving to the conception its present attractive form, the thanks of 
the Health Department, and of thosé whose necessities compel them to 
enter the City institutions, are due to the humane, wise forethought and 
enlightened liberality of Mr. Scullin, who has spared no expense to fit the 
car for its intended purpose.” 


DESCRIPTION OF AMBULANCE CAR. 


The total length of the car is 33 feet, including the platforins, the inside 
measurements being 24 feet long by 7 feet 2 inches wide. The platforms 
are about one-half the width of the car, and front the left half of the body, 
the car being double-ended, the steps leading to the entrance and not 
to the platform. The doors are located at the right hand side of the ends 
of the car, the steps being four in number, placed obliquely and affording 
access from either front or side with equal ease, this arrangement having 
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been adopted to facilitate the exit or entrance of litter bearers. A tele- 
scoping brass hand rail guards the outer side of the steps, and these are so 
arranged that they may be lifted when not in use, thus preventing access 
to the car. The entrances are 5 feet 2 inches in width, the doors moving 
on rollers placed at the top, and grooved below over a metal edge secured 
to sill excluding cold and dust. 

The car is lighted by seven windows on each side, 28x28 inches in size, 
stationary, the lower half frosted. There are two drop sashes in each 
door, and a number of ventilators or adjustable deck-lights above on the 
sides and ends. 

The interior of the car is divided in the middle by a wooden partition 
5 feet 6 inches high, placed 4 inches from the floor with two doors swing- 
ing either way in the center, one compartment being for males, the other 
for females. The partition is so constructed that both parts may be 
swung back if desired and rest closely against the sides of the car. A 
drop desk is hinged to one side of the partition for the surgeon’s use. Two 
hinged shelves are provided attached to the sides of the car, on which to 
place dressings, instruments, etc. 

To the right of each door on entering the car is a large locker for litters, 
blankets, towels, and the like, while between the windows are eight smail 
ones for papers, medicines, bandages, instruments, etc. 

Immediately back of the large lockers are two earth closet conven- 
iences (Heap’s patent) for both sexes. 

Hlectric bells communicating with both platforms are placed near the 
middle of the car for the use of the Surgeon. A lavatory is also located 
there, supplied with water by a pump from a tank under the floor, the 
metal work being silver-plated, as are the water coolers at each end of 
the car. 

The interior is finely finished in cherry, there being no spaces for dirt 
to accumulate. The floor is of quartered oak, double, with asbestos filling 
to deaden sound. The ceiling is of birds-eye maple in panels. All the 
trimmings are solid bronze, polished. 

Lighting is secured by ten incandescent burners, 16 candle power each, 
four being placed in each compartment and one outside above each plat- 
form. The car is warmed by six electric heaters placed along the sides 
just above the base board and occupying but little space, being 30x716x3 
inches in size. 

The body of the car is painted white, trimmed with gold and blue. 
The lettering on the sides reads ‘‘St. Louis Health Department, Ambulance 
Car,” and the last two words are repeated on each end. The Geneva 
cross is displayed on the sides and ends to emphasize the humane pur- 
poses to which the vehicle is devoted. 

The car is mounted on two pivotal trucks of special construction, having 
two sets of equalizing springs over the oil box in addition to the springs 
that carry the car body. This truck will greatly reduce the noise while 
erossing tracks and make it easy riding. 

Under the center of the body of the car a space is inclosed in which 
to carry stretchers, splints, and the like; and a water tank and ice box 
are also provided under the car. The distance from the body to the rails 
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is 3 feet 3 inches. Draw bars are provided in case it becomes necessary 
to tow the ambulance by means of another car. The car is equipped with 
an electric brake besides the usual hand brake, and arrangement is made 
for heating by electricity the water used in the lavatory. 
Xregular Meeting, December 31.—Ordered after a hearing that 
Wim. H. Reeder be admitted as a patient to the Insane Asylum. 
Action in complaints of nuisance: 1 case was dismissed, 5 condemned. 


The following recommendations of the Health Commissioner were ap- 
proved: “I have the honor to submit for your approval the name of Dr. 
A. N. Ravold as consulting bacteriologist to the Health department. 
together with the recommendation that the determination of cultures in 
each case submitted to the Department ‘be entrusted to him until such 
time as the City Chemist’s office shall be found: prepared to properly 
undertake this important work. 

I would suggest two dollars as a proper fee for the determination of 
every case ordered by this Department, the amount thus allowed, how- 
ever, to also cover the cost of producing and supplyirg the necessary 
amount of diphtheria toxine for the purpose of continuing the inoculation 
work at Quarantine, and services rendered in the personal. supervision 
of this work by Dr. Ravold, as may be required. 

In this connection I have the honor to report that the preliminary tests 
on the equine stock at Quarantine having settled certain questions as 
to technique, dosage, etc., a requisition has been approved for the purchase 
of a number of young, sound, unbroken horses, between two and three 
years. old, with a view to their inoculation for the production of standard 
antitoxine for Department use. 

Unbroken animals were preferred for the reason that a larger number 
could be bought for the same morey than broken horses while equally 
useful for the intended purpose. Later they can be broken, and applied 
to regular Department service. 

I have the honor to inform you respecting the first week’s experience 
of the Department with culture outfits furnished to physicians for diag- 
nostic purposes in cases of suspected diphtheria, that a decided demand 
for and appreciation of this aid in doubtful cases has been manifested. 

Notwithstanding the unexpected delay experienced in placing them at 
the designated stations, a number of the outfits were used and determina- 
tions were made in eight instances with results as follows:—Two (2) true 
diphtheria; Three (3) false diphtheria, or ‘‘streptotheria,’ and Three (5) 
not diphtheria. 

It will be necessary to carefully systematize this work, and, in order 
that ready means of communication with physicians may be had, I res- 
pectfully advise that a Bell telephone in this office is necessary, and would 
suggest a recommendation to that effect to the Hon. Comptroller.” 


On recommendation of the Health Commissioner the position of Ambu- 
lance Surgeon was created under Section 545 R. O. 1893 (Sec. 523 R. 0. 
1887). Dr. Alfred W. Latimer receiving the appointment at salary of 
$60.00 per month.

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It would seem from the evidence at hand that while a large number 
of these patients belong here and are proper subjects for care at local 
cost, a very considerable proportion have no claim of citizenship upon 
St. Louis; and, in illustration of this proposition, the record of admission 
to the Insane Asylum for last month may be cited.

Furthermore with thawing weather the road will become heavy if not 
impassable in places, and the situation demands consideration of other 
and better means of transportation. Water carriage at present is out 
of the question, and the railroad remains as the only recourse for the 
purpose stated. 

While this proposition may involve an innovation not generally ac- 
ceptable to those having charge of such properties, the question remains 
to be answered whether such a road is free to decline to render a public 
service, necessary to the general safety and health, even if some inconven- 
ience for a time may attend or follow its performance. 


This is a matter of very considerable moment in a public health sense, 
but as it presents legal as well as sanitary questions I do not feel myself 
prepared to express an opinion, and submit the matter for your consider- 
ation.”

The following opinion of the City Counsellor was read: ‘I have the 
honor to acknowledge receipt from the Honorable Board of Health of 
a request for my opinion as to whether the City can compel the Missour} 
Pacific Railway Company to furnish transportation from the City to the 
Quarantine for persons suffering with ‘‘Small-pox”, and enclosing a com- 
munication from the railroad expressing an unwillingness to do so, and 
also a communication from Hon. Geo. Homan, Health Commissioner, to 
the Hon. Eoard of Health, stating that the present method of transport- 
ing such persons in wagons is antiquated and inadequate, besides being 
attended with great danger to the patients and to the public, through the 
long haul required, and that transportation by water is at present im- 
possible. 
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I have the honor, respectfully, to advise that a railroad company is a 
common carrier, and as such owes a duty to the public to transport, for 
hire, all persons applying for the same, but though this is the general ob- 
ligation, I do not think that it can be extended so as to require the railroad 
to accept a passenger who is suffemmg with any contagious disease. 
Certainly the railroad company would owe it to the public not to permit 
any individual to board its passenger trains who was suffering with any 
disease which might impair the safety aad health of the other passengers. 
Likewise, the company could not be compelled by the State or the City 
to receive such persons on its regular passenger trains. The proposition 
submitted to me contemplates requiring the company to furnish a special 
train for the transportation of such persons. I know of no law which re- 
quires a railroad company to furnish special trains. Such facilities being 
out of the usual course of its business, are required only through private 
arrangements with the company, and are not obtained by virtue of any 
duty which the railroad company owes to the applicant, whether such 
applicant be the State, the City or a private individual. 

I find many cases decided under the police powers of the State and City, 
which authorize the prohibiting of railroads bringing persons afflicted with 
contagious diseases into a community, but I have found none which hold 
that the State or City can compel a railroad company to receive and trans- 
port out of the community such persons. Perhaps no such case has arisen 
because no City has found itself situated as our City is in reference to 
its Quarantine, and perhaps this question would not now have arisen, if 
the Harbor boat or transportation by water was available. 


In the absence of judicial precedent, and upon fundamental principles of 
law applicable to railroads, I am forced to the conclusion that the City 
has not the power to compel the railroad company to transport such persons 
on either its regular or on its special trains provided for that purpose. 

Until transportation by water becomes possible, I think the City will 
have to employ such means as are within its power to remove small-pox 
patients.” i

The following communication from the Health Commissioner was read 
and referred: “I have the honor to refer to a remark made in my report for 
last year in connection with the subject of human tuberculosis, or con- 
sumption, suggesting that the time had come for the commencement of 
as unflinching warfare on that disease as has been waged with marked 
success against other maladies which cause mucl less prolonged suffering 
and fewer deaths. 

This disease is the greatest plague of civilization and modern life every- 
where, the fatalities from it in St. Louis being more than ten in every 
hundred deaths. 

Its ravages among all classes of population are so great that cities and 
States are organizing with special reference to its suppression, and it is 
important that St. Louis shall not lag in beginning this most necessary 
Sanitary work. 

The earliest possible recognition of the presence of the disease is of great 
importance in order that the infective material given off may be promptly 
destroyed, and the city should lend its aid to physicians to put them ir 
possession of this knowledge. 
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To this end I would recommend that the bacteriological and microscop- 
ical examination of expectorated matter from suspected cases of consump- 
tion be undertaken by this Department on request of physicians in con- 
nection with similar work in relation to diphtheria. 

A very small additional outlay will be all that is necessary to begin 
this work, merely the purchase of some suitable bottles, and the printing 
of necessary forms and instructions. 

I would therefore respectfully recommend that this be authorized and 
the work gotten under way as soon as possible.”

The total amount of garbage reduced during the year as shown by table 
above was 98,099,690 pounds, an increase over previous year of 40,962,392 
pounds, or about 40 per cent. This enormous increase is due somewhat 
to the new contract for collecting and removing garbage by the contractor 
to the works of the St. Louis Sanitary Company, which took effect July 
13th, 1893. ‘ 

The contract for reduction of garbage, which is held by the St. Louis 
Sanitary Co., provides for payment to said company of $1.80 per each ton 
reduced, not to exceed 100 tons each day. At this rate the amount received 
by said company during the year for reducing 98,099,690 pounds, less 
excess of 29,636,040 pounds, was $61,617.82.

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Summary of Statistics: 

During the municipal year 8,903 deaths were reported, and during the 
calendar year 8,710, being 193 in favor of the calendar year. 

The death rate per thousand, population estimated at 540,000, computed 
on census figures of 1890 (460,000) with four per cent ‘annual increase added, 
was 16.4 for municipal and 16.1 for calendar year; comparing this with 
the nine principal cities in the United States situated Hast, West, North and 
South, St. Louis shows the lowest rate. 

There were 1,747 deaths from zymotic diseases, 19.65 per cent of the total 
mortality. Constitutional diseases, 1,685, 18.92 per cent; local diseases, 
3,792, 42.59 per cent of the total mortality; 1,087 died from developmental 
disease, or 12.20 per cent. Violence added 592 deaths, 6.64 per cent of the 
total mortality. 

The death rate among the colored population was 35 to the thousand, 
population estimated at 30,000; the deaths exceed the births 33 per cent, 
while among the whites the births exceed the deaths 31.9 per cent. 


The mortality of children under five years of age was 38,192, 36.65 per 
cent of the total. 


There were 12,233 births reported, a rate of 22 to every 1,000 of estimated 
population.

ANNUAL STATEMENT. 


Sir—I have the honor to submit the report of the Sanitary Division of 
the Health Department for the year ending March 31, 1895. 

The tables accompanying the report give full details in relation to all 
communicable diseases reported to this office, also embrace the work done 
and furnish interesting statistics in relation to matters connected with the 


public health. 


Communicable Diseases.—Small-pox, which, for the past few years has 
not appeared to any great extent, shows an unusual increase; there being 
229 cases this year against 3 cases reported for the year previous. 


*Appointed August 4th, 1894, vice August P. Crecelius, deceased. 
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Diphtheria has increased about ninety-five per cent; scarlet fever has 
decreased about twenty-three per cent. This year, by your orders, houses 
have been posted from which croup, measles and cerebro spinal fever were 
reported. Under the present rule houses are posted for the following dis- 
eases: Small-pox, diphtheria, croup, cerebro-spinal fever, cholera, scarlet 
fever, measles, 


Disinfection of Houses.—Considerable improvement has been 


made in the mode of disinfecting houses in which communicable diseases 
have appeared; a larger force has enabled the department to do the work 
more carefully, and steam vapor has been added to the process where it 
was possible to use it. What is now needed is a furnace where infected 
bedding and clothing of little value can be destroyed; and there should 
also be constructed a disinfecting room where bedding and clothing could 
be removed to be thoroughly disinfected and where steam and chemicals 
could both be used. 

Where families are found occupying only a few rooms in a tenement 
house, or when a house consists of two or three rooms, it is difficult to 
properly disinfect the household goods or the house itself while the family 
remain in it. 

In addition to the disinfecting room there should be rooms to which fam- 
ilies could be removed while their premises are being disinfected. The 
furnace for the destruction of infected articles, the room for disinfection, 
and the rooms for families while their houses are being disinfected, could 
all be under one roof. The cost of such a place I estimate would not ex- 
ceed four thousand dollars; a plan somewhat similar is in vogue in some 
of the European cities, | 

I again call attention to the faulty and inadequate laws governing ten- 
ement and lodging houses. If the proper ordinances were enacted to gov- 
ern these places their sanitary condition would be greatly improved and 
much labor saved to the department. Under the present conditions, with 
the most careful and constant supervision, but little can be accomplished 
in the way of keeping these houses in a proper condition. As the popula- 
tion of our city increases the necessity of regulation in this direction be- 
comes more important each year. ; 

Last year I recommended that at least one of the sanitary officers ap- 
pointed should be an expert in plumbing and sewering; the addition of 
an officer of this kind to the sanitary force would be of great benefit. 

The laws relating to the cleaning of vaults should be revised; the pres- 
ent ordinances provide for regulations by the Board of Health; under the 
general laws of our State the Municipal Assembly cannot delegate this 
power, and therefore all regulations of this kind have not any legal status. 
The vault cleaners pay a license of one hundred dollars a year, but mueh 
of the work that should properly be done by them is now done by plumbers 
and drain layers who do not take out any license, and who in many in- 
stances do the work very improperly. This matter should be regulated by 
ordinance. 

Removal of and Keeping Manure.—There should be _ regula- 
tions as to how manure should be kept on any premises in the city, and 
there should also be regulations governing its removal and disposal. The 
general mode in practice here is to keep it in boxes in the alleys, and when 
these boxes are full the manure is hauled to the river. 
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These manure boxes in the alleys are great nuisances, and as long as 
they are allowed to exist it will be impossible to keep the alleys in a proper 
sanitary condition. Not more than one cart load of manure should be al- 
lowed on any premises; it should be removed in covered, tight wagons or 
earts to prevent offensive odors from escaping, and their contents from 
dropping on the streets. The person who removes manure should be li- 
censed, and the location to which it is to be removed should be designated. 
If the manure is baled it should be removed at least every ten days, and 
the manner of hauling, loading and unloading should be regulated. The 
accumulation of manure for garden purposes should aiso be regulated. 

Wells.—Fifty-nine wells have been condemned by the Board of 
Health and very few have been closed. The standard which was established 
by the Board of Health in relation to wells should be legalized by the 
Municipal Assembly. Where city water is on any premises and where 
it is desired to retain the well for stock or washing purposes, the permit 
to do so should only be given under certain binding conditions—the Assem- 
bly should enact the law. 

Garbage Removal.—The removal of garbage during the past year 
has been well done. The department has carefully and systematically 
watched this work, but to make the work entirely satisfactory to the cit- 
izens and to prevent complaints of the unpleasant odors given out from 
the wagons, the garbage should be removed daily from May 15th to Octo- 
ber 15th. Garbage that is allowed to remain for two or three days in the 
hot sun becomes exceedingly offensive. The New York Advisory Commit- 
tee, sent out by the City of New York to investigate the disposal and haul- 
ing of garbage in different cities of the United States, gave the garbage 
question, in all its particulars, a careful and thorough study, and in their 
recommendations strongly advocated the daily collection. St. Louis is ex- 
pending a large sum annually in order that this work may be done prop- 
erly, and I do not think the system will be perfect until this feature is 
added. 

City Dairies.—No change has been made in the laws governing these 
places; they exist in the same filthy disease-breeding condition that health 
officers have found them for the past twenty-seven years. So much has 
been written and said about these city dairies that it would be superfluous 
to attempt to add.anything further to the numerous reports that have been 
made about their condition. There can be no doubt that the source of 
much sickness can be traced to the doors of these dairies. 





Abatement of Nuisances.—T'wo years ago an ordinance was pre- 
pared and submitted to the Assembly providing for a more speedy and ef- 
fective manner of dealing with minor nuisances, and the ordinance was 
again introduced last year, but no action was taken. Too much time 1s 
now lost and too much red tape surrounds the present mode. Small mat- 
ters, which become very serious ones by delay, can only be dealt with after 
weeks of work and the issuance of a great number of formal notices. 

Take for instance a filthy tenement yard, or a filthy drain from a factory 
or yard onto the public street; the Sanitary Office, through the Health Com- 
missioner, notifies the Board of Health of its existence, and recommends 
that the parties be summoned to appear before the Board; the Board of 
Health issues the summons; the law requires the summons to be delivered 
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by the City Marshal five days before the date set for the hearing of the 
case; and if the Board of Health condemns, the Health Commissioner 
issues bis order, and the party must have five days’ time after he receives 
it to enable him, if he wishes, to appeal to the Board of Health against the 
order: then, after this time has expired, notice must be sent to the City 
Attorney, and a case made in the Police Court; usually this takes about 
ten days. Now, if on Monday, April 1st, the Health Commissioner notifies 
the Beard of Health of a nuisance, the party cannot be brought before the 
Board before Monday, April 15th. 

Then supposing the nuisance has been condemned, the order of the Health 
Commissioner will have to be made out and signed, and April 26th would 
be the jast day of grace. Now allow ten days for delay in bringing the 
ease in the Police Court. and it will be found that before the department 
has obtained an order of court compelling the party to abate the nuisance 
fully five weeks have elapsed since the first notice was issued by the Health 
Department, during which time six different papers have been made out 
and several record entries have been made. 

If the Board of Health should not have a meeting on the day set, all 
proceedings are null and the case must be commenced anew, and in these 
instances ten weeks will elapse before final proceedings are had. This 
mode of dealing with nuisances is simply ridiculous, and it is difficult to 
understand wiry the Assembly should decline to remedy it. 


Nuisances on Public Property and Sanitary Measures.—Under this head is to 
be classed ponds on the public streets and alleys, interrupted natural drainage 
caused by the grading of streets and filling of lots, and the temporary ceasing 
of house drainage. 


Owing to the limited amount appropriated little work of this kind has | 


been done in the past year, but there are sections of the city, embracing 
eonsiderable territory, that are in great need of work of this character. 

Streets almost impassable on account of ponds, drainage from houses and 
streets shut off by improvements, and closely built up blocks far remote 
from public sewers, are the localities where sanitary work of this kind is 
necessary. The city is unable to build main sewers fast enough to reach 
these outlying districts, and the citizens cannot have district sewers, al- 
though willing to pay for them. I believe, therefore, that the city should 
enable the Health Department to give the relief that in a sanitary point 
of view may be deemed advisable. The ordinances provide how this class 
of work should be done, and there should be a fund at the disposal of the 
Board of Health to carry out such measures. 


Sanitary Force.—The force necessary to do the ordinary work of 
this office for the coming year should be as follows: 
1 clerk, 25 sanitary officers, 10 fumigators and 6 inspectors.

ANNUAL STATEMENT. 


Sir—I have the honor to submit, for your information and consideration, 
the following report of work accomplished in the City Dispensary for the 
year ending March 31st, 1895: . 

The accompanying statistical tables, six in number, place before you the 
work in a condensed form, and in a manner which I have thought most 
convenient for your review. 

By your direction, I assumed the administration of the affairs of this 
office on March 19th last, consequent upon the illness of Dr. Warren G. 
Priest, necessitating his obtaining a leave of absence, which is still in ef- 
fect. In consequence of this fact, I possibly may not be able to place be- 
fore you all the suggestions. that would have occurred to me, had I been 
‘regularly engaged in this particular position for the entire year. 

My long service as assistant to the Chief Dispensary Physician, how- 
ever, has of necessity brought me into intimate contact with the details 
of the service, and ‘acquainted me with existing conditions, capable of be- 
ing improved upon. 

Dispensary Clinic.—During the year 18,040 medical and surgical 
cases were treated at the clinic here, an increase of 957 over the preceding 
year. These were patients who, from the mildness of their afflictions, or 
other causes, were not thought eligible for admission to the hospitals. 

Table No. 1 classifies the different diseases, also the number of each. 

Hospital Permits.—After careful examination, there were issued 
12,323 hospital permits. This embraces admission to the City Hospital, 
Female Hospital and Small-pox Hospital. You will note, by reference to 
Table No, 2, that there is a decrease of 856 in the number of admissions 


(10) 
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to the City Hospital, while at the Female Hospital there is, as is usual, an 
increase. This is largely due to the restriction placed, during the last three 
months, upon the usual mode of admitting patients to the City Hospital, 
in view of the fact that some cases of small-pox, while in the stage of incu- 
bation, were admitted to the hospital wards. To guard against this as 
much as possible, no patient was admitted unless in urgent need of hos- 
pital treatment. 


Insane Cases.—There have been examined 491 cases of persons said 
to be insane, and whose condition was alleged to be such as to warrant 
the action of this department, 

This includes persons arrested by the police as insane, and persons whose 
relatives or friends applied here for their admission to an insane asylum, 
alleging them to be insane. It has for a long time been recognized that 
the existing method of temporarily caring for such insane or alleged in- 
sane persons as pass through the hands of the Police Department, in a 
common cell, at a police station, is manifestly wrong. The accommoda- 
tions found there are not such as should be offered to a person who is un- 
fortunate, and not criminal. There should be two cells, one for male and 
one for female occupants, and these cells should be properly fitted for the 
reception of this class of the city’s charges. | 

To be compelled to attempt an examination of a person’s sanity under 
such environments is ‘an injustice to both physician and patient. Some 
action looking to a correction of this state of affairs is an urgent necessity. 

Table No. 3 details the insane work. 


Tablets and Prescriptions—During the past year there was 
expended a total of $1,382.14 for tablets and prescriptions, an increase of 
$72.66 over the preceding year, a very modest increase, considering that 
nearly a thousand more patients received treatment this year than last. 

The advantages of tablet medication are economy and accuracy. In dis- 
pensing drugs in this convenient form, the physician, haying himself is- 
sued them, is guaranteed that the patient is receiving exactly what he in- 
tends he should. : 

Your attention is directed to table No. 5. 


Ambulance Service.—Uunder your direction it has been the gooa 
fortune of St. Louis to introduce to the world a new departure in this line— 
an electric ambulance car. The uniform success experienced has attracted 
fiattering comments from the daily press and illustrated periodicals 
throughout the country. This car has everything that can contribute to 
the comfort of patients, including beds and lavatory conveniences. It is 
heated by electricity, has a full complement of medicines and surgical ap- 
pliances, and is in charge of an experienced surgeon, assisted by an at- 
tendant. Leaving this office, and running on schedule time, it touches at 
the City Hospital, Female Hospital, Insane Asylum and Poor House, thus 
reaching all of the city’s eleemosynary institutions, conveying patients to 
and from the same. This car has greatly relieved the regular emergency 
ambulance wagons, of which there are nine, five stationed here from morn- 
ing until night, one half day and half night, and one from night until morn- 
ing. 

In addition to this, one is on continuous duty at the City Hospital, and 
one on continuous duty at the Female Hospital. 
Table No. 6 reviews this work. 
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Small-pox.—On April 16th of this year Newton Grady, a laborer 
about the race track at Madison, Ill., was conveyed, at the request of the 
Madison authorities, to our Small-pox Hospital, this department feeling 
justified in receiving him, on the grounds of the close proximity of Madi- 
son to this city, and the possible spread of the disease to this city. ‘Three 
additional cases developed the disease at Madison, applied here, and were 
sent to the Small-pox Hospital. Soon after the Fair Grounds racing meet- 
ing opened, and many horsemen, with their employes and horses, came 
from Madison to the Fair Grounds. As a result, despite all precautions, 
on April 27th, Ernst Alexander, a jockey, developed the disease at the local 
track. Following this four more cases developed on or about the 
track. ‘This made a total of nine cases. Until January 14th no new cases 
appeared. On that date Nealy Schaefer, colored, a jockey, was found at 
the Tair Grounds suffering from the disease. He came originally from 
Roby race track, Indiana, where the disease prevailed, and where he con- 
tracted it. He stopped-over at Madison, Ill., and from there came to the 
Fair Grounds. 

Dink Allen, colored, also a horseman, similarly afflicted, came from Mad- 
ison and slept for several nights at the Bethel Home, a lodging house on 
Commercial alley and Olive street. At this time the weather was very 
cold, and large numbers of negroes made the Bethel Home their lodging 
place. 

In this way the infection became widely spread, and for a space of sev- 
eral weeks threatened to become epidemic, but prompt action on our part, 
in the form of isolation, fumigation and vaccination, overcame the danger 
and placed it under control. 

While there are now cases developing from time to time, I do not anti- 
cipate any serious outbreak. With comparatively few exceptions it has 
confined itself to the homeless, vagabond element, and for this reason, as 
much as any other, its suppression has been difficult, intelligent co-opera- 
tion on the part of the afflicted, and those surrounding them, being denied 
us. In all 227 cases have come to the knowledge of this department, and 
were promptly isolated at the Small-pox Hospital, an increase of 224, as 
compared with last year. 

This is illustrated in table No. 2. 

Vaccination.—Vaccination, as practiced in preceding years, at the 
public and parochial schools, also the house-to-house system, was still in 
force during the last year. 

Upon the advent of small-pox the force of vaccine physicians was largely 
increased, as was demanded by the encroachment of the disease, and as 
a result the largest number of vaccinations ever accomplished in one 
year in this city is presented. In addition to this a system was introduced 
in the schools of inspection and vaccination, and a record of the vaccinal 
data of each pupil preserved, and a copy furnished the principal for his 
information. This was done in anticipation of the establishment of a vac- 
cine bureau in connection with this department, and has for its object the 
careful and correct vaccination of each school child. The 75,195 vaccina- 
tions accomplished shows an increase of 56,142 over last year. 

City Jail—At the Jail 1,820 prisoners received medical and surgical 
attention. Very few cases of a serious nature developed. They were 
transferred temporarily to the City Hospital, where all recovered. AS an 
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exception to this I would state that four cases of small-pox developed, and 
were immediately transferred to the Small-pox Hospital, where one patient, 
a colored prisoner by the name of Jesse Graham, died. 

The sanitary environment of the jail has been extremely defective, but 
work is now in progress looking to its correction. 

I am of the opinion that the cells should be whitewashed inside, as this 
could be done by the prisoners at frequent intervals, whereas painting is 
expensive, and consequently not often practiced. 

An office for the attending physician is a needed addition, as the work, as 
done now, is accomplished under difficulties. There is an apartment con- 
nected with the jail, originally intended for a hospital, and now unused, 
which could be fitted up for this purpose at a small expense.

Gentlemen—I have the honor herewith to present my annual report, 
with accompanying abstract of expenditures of the City Chemist’s office 
for the municipal year ending March 31st, 1895.

The principal work of the City Chemist’s office since its creation in the 
year 1893 has been the analysis of well water samples, which were col- 
lected systematically by my office force from the lists of about 13,000 wells 
prepared and classified in wards by the Chief Sanitary Officer and referred 
to the undersigned. 

The analyses were conducted in accordance with the standard adopted 
in 1893. During the year (1893-94) 247 wells were analyzed. During the 
last year, 471. The number of wells reported for condemnation during the 
two years amounted to 107. 

In view of the fact that a very large number of wells have yet to be ana- 
lyzed and that the percentage of impure wells varies considerably accord- 
ing to locality, scientific deductions as to the general condition of the wells 
in our community would be rather premature and problematic. It may 
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suffice to state that the system of analysis recommended in the standard 
simplifies the work very much, facilitating a speedy conclusion without 
neglecting the crucial tests which modern research has established as es- 
sential in the judgment of the character of well-water. Wherever local 
conditions exceptionally justify a modification of this standard I have done 
so, explaining the case in my respective report. 

On the whole I can earnestly advise the continuation of these analyses 
as based upon the standard, but I must emphasize again the recommenda- 
tion I made in my last annual report that bacteriological examinations 
be added to the chemical analyses of well-water. It frequently occurs that 
wells are reported to the Honorable Board as the suspected cause for the 
prevalence of certain diseases in families drinking the water from such 
wells. All these wells are chemically analyzed by the undersigned speed- 
ily as special cases, but the value of the examination would be materially 
increased if bacteriological tests were also made. 

Regarding the analysis of ice, a standard similar to the one for the wells 
should be adopted by the Honorable Board upon recommendation by a 
commission of experts, and due discrimination should be made by this 
standard between ice used for drinking and ice used for cooling purposes. 

As to improvements for rendering the office of City Chemist still more 
useful to the public, I again suggest the addition of examinations of adul- 
terated foods and drugs to the official work. In view of the responsibil- 
ities of such investigations, their comprehensive character and the neces- 
sity of systematizing this work, I suggest to the Honorable Board the ap- 
pointment of a commission of experts to recommend such legislation as 
would enable the City Chemist’s office to conduct the work satisfactorily 
and secure the effective enforcement of the law. The great importance of 
this reform would justify the increase of my office force necessitated by 
the addition of such a vast amount of work, but I believe by requiring a 
small fee to be paid to the city for each test or analysis requested by pri- 
vate citizens, and this fee system regulated by law so as to make the office 
self-sustaining as much as possible, the expense of additional help would 
be reduced considerably if not avoidable altogether. The benefits of pub- 
lic examinations of foods and drugs have been sufficiently proven by the 
various “public laboratories” in other cities, and I am confident that the 
City Chemist’s office can be made equally useful to our community by 
proper legislation. 

Finally, regarding the preparation of culture tubes and their bacterio- 
logical examination for the diagnosis of diphtheria, I refer to the exhaust- 
ive special report of the consuiting bacteriologist. 

In the absence of funds for the purchase of bacteriological appliances, 
I yielded part of my appropriation, as well as a room of the City Chemist’s 
office, for the creation of a bacteriological laboratory three months ago. I 
also detailed the Assistant City Chemist to devote almost his entire time 
to assist Dr. Ravold in the preparation of the culture tubes and micro- 
scopical slides. I am pleased to mention that the efficient work of Dr. 
Rayvold, with the zealous assistance given him by Mr. Buckland, have pro- 
duced such satisfactory results as outlined in Dr. Ravold’s report. 

But as the services of the consulting bacteriologist are only designated 
as temporary in the respective resolution of the Honorable Board, and yet 
must be considered indispensable, and as they involve an extra expense and 
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furthermore, as bacteriological examinations of well-water should be added 
to the chemical analysis, I most earnestly recommend the creation of the 
position of City Bacteriologist, with a salary adequate to the grave respon- 
sibilities of the office, involving the diagnosis of disease as well as the iden- 
tification of disease germs in drinking water.

ANNUAL STATEMENT OF THE CONSULTING BACTERIOLOGIST. 


Gentlemen—I have the honor to submit the following report of the bac- 
teriological and experimental work performed in the Bacteriological Lab- 
oratory of the Health Department from December 24th, 1894, to March 31st, 
1895, and of the experimental work carried on at Quarantine in the pro- 
duction of antitoxine from December 9th to the present date. I was ap- 
pointed consulting bacteriologist to the Health Department December 31st, 
1894. Previous to that, however, on December 10th, in a written communi- 
cation I was requested to prepare ‘‘culture outfits” for the use of physi- 
cians in making a bacteriological diagnosis in suspected diphtheria cases. 
The work was undertaken at once, culture tubes prepared, neat boxes for 
holding the tubes obtained and the necessary literature printed. The cul- 
ture outfit consists of a small wooden box with a partition lengthwise 
through it and a hinged lid. In it are placed two test tubes, one contain- 
ing Loeffler’s serum mixture, the other a sterile swab. (For copies of in- 
structions, etc., see proceedings Board of Health for December 27th). 

The culture outfits were placed in suitably located drug stores December 
24th, 1894, and the physicians of the city have manifested their approval 
of this effort to afford them a certain method of making an early diagno- 
sis in suspected diphtheria cases by sending to the department for examin- 
ation up to the present date 281 tubes.

167 proved upon microscopic examination to be true diphtheria, 104 not 
diphtheria, and in 10 the inoculation was not satisfactory. 

Until February 1st the work of preparing media, examining culture 
tubes, ete., was carried on in the bacteriological laboratory of the St. Louis 
Medical College; since that time it has been performed at the City Chemist’s 
oftice. Fora laboratory the hall separating the rooms of the City Chemist’s 
office was assigned to me; part of it was fitted up and equipped with the 
necessary bacteriological apparatus to carry on the work, while in the other 
part a large incubator was built that is used in the preparation of diptheria 
toxines. 

The Assistant City Chemist. who has had training in bacteriological 
work, was detailed to assist me at such times as he could be spared by the 
City Chemist. 
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Although the time during which the examination of culture tubes has 
been carried on is short, and the number small from which to draw con- 
clusions, still some interesting material has accumulated and very im- 
‘portant questions presented themselves for solution. 

In 167 cases of true diphtheria examined, the diphtheria bacillus 
appeared in some cases in enormous numbers with very few other bacteria; 
in other cases associated with large numbers of many different kinds of 
bacteria. This is shown in the following table:

In a large number of these cases antitoxine was used in the treatment, 
which probably accounts for the low mortality. 

As a rule subsequent cultures were not made in the true diphtheria cases, 
but in 17 cases where physicians have sent in two or more cultures from 
a case to ascertain the length of time during which the diphtheria 
bacillus remained alive in the throat after the disappearance of the pseudo- 
membrane, the following facts have been ascertained:

The virulence of the bacillus was not studied in any of these cases. The 
examinations show, however, that the bacilli remain alive in the throats 
of patients sick of diphtheria from 1 to 5 weeks after the disappearance 
of the pseudo-membrane. In a majority of these cases for over two weeks. 

Virulence of the diphtheria bacillus—From 9 culture tubes in which the 
diphtheria bacillus appeared in large numbers, it was separated out in pure 
cultures by plating in Agar. Agar. as described under Antitoxines. 

Four of the cases were very severe. One died. One was moderately 
severe. Three were mild cases. One from a healthy throat. 

All proved fully virulent when grown for 48 hours in saccharated broth, 
and then inoculated into Guinea pigs in from 4 to 4% per cent of their 
weights. 

The most virulent bacilli were found in numbers 32 and 262, mild cases 
of the disease, and 240, a severe case. Associated with the virulent bacilli 
of case No. 32 a non-virulent bacillus was found; a non-virulent bacillus 
is a bacillus that morphologically and biologically resembles the diphtheria 
bacillus, but is not virulent when injected into Guinea pigs. It is a diph- 
theria bacillus that has lost its virulence. 

Of the questions that have presented themselves, the following are the 
most important: 

I. What reliance can physicians place on the bacteriological diagnosis 
made from culture tubes inoculated by themselves in eases of suspected 
diphtheria? 

We have not had special inspectors at our command to follow up the 
bacteriological diagnosis made by us in each case, but the subsequent his- 
tory in a majority of the cases diagnosed true diphtheria proved the cor- 
recthness of the bacteriological diagnosis. In 9 cases cultural and animal 
experiments proved the presence of virulent diphtheria bacilli. 

In two cases diagnosed true diphtheria the attending physicians differed 
with us. In both of these cases streptococci in almost pure cultures were 
present and in one of these cases subsequent cultures showed streptococci 
only. They were in all probability cases of streptococcus diphtheritis. 
Seven cases were clinically so mild that the bacteriological diagnosis was 
doubted. In all of these cases a bacillus with the staining peculiarities 
and morphological characteristics of the diphtheria bacillus was demon- 
strated. Cultural animal experiments were not made by us, but two of 
the cases in the practice of Dr. Eid. C. Runge were studied bacteriologically 
by Drs. Runge and Wm. N. Beggs. <A bacillus was found that morphologi- 
eally and biologically resembled the bacillus diphtheria, but was not viru- 
lent for Guinea pigs or rabbits. It is not unreasonable to assume that a 
non-virulent bacillus was present in all these cases. This experience would 
certainly warrant us to endorse the conclusion of Dr. Wm. H. Parks of the 
New York Health Department: ‘‘The examination by a competent bacterio- 
logist of the bacterial growth in a blood serum tube which has been pro- 
perly inoculated and kept for 14 hours at the body temperature can be 
thoroughly relied on in cases where there is a visible membrane in the 
throat, if the culture is made during the period during which the mem- 
brane is forming, and no antiseptic, especially no mercurial solution, has 
lately been applied. In cases in which the disease is confined to the 
larynx or bronchi, and where therefore there is no visible exudate against 
which the swab can be rubbed, surprisingly accurate results can be ob- 
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tained from the examination of the cultures, but in a certain proportion 
of the cases no diphtheria bacilli will be found in the first culture and yet 
will be abundantly present in later ones, the bacilli having probably been 
coughed up more freely as the disease progressed. We believe therefore 
that absolute reliance for a diaguosis cannot be placed on a negative re- 
sult in a single culture from the pharynx in purely laryngal cases. 

II. Can the bacilli found in the serum cultures having the staining pe- 
culiarities and morphological characteristics of the diphtheria bacilli be 
considered as virulent without inoculation into animals to prove their viru- 
lence? 

Animal experiments are the only certain method of ascertaining the 
virulence of the diphtheria bacillus. The investigations of American and 
European observers have shown that where a bacillus is found in a serum 
tube having the staining peculiarities and morphological characteristics of 
the Klebs-Loeffler bacillus, in 95 per cent of the cases it is virulent and 
should always be considered virulent unless proved not so by cultural 
and animal experiments. 

In a very small number of cases a non-virulent bacillus is found. These 
are the cases that puzzle physicians and cause doubt to be thrown upon the 
value of the bacteriological diagnosis. The department is desirous of in- 
vestigating such cases and to that end respectfully recommend that to the 
present circular of information the following be added: It is the earnest 
desire of the Health Department that the service in the bacteriological 
diagnosis of diphtheria be made as perfect as possible and as useful to 
physicians as it can be made. When the bacteriological diagnosis does not 
harmonize with the clinical fact and the history as shown by antecedent 
or subsequent cases of diphtheria, or where there are any defects or 
reasons for complaint regarding the service in any respect, physicians are 
earnestly requested to report promptly to the Health Commissioner. 
Knowledge of defects in the service can only reach the department through 
such reports and the service can only thus be improved and perfected. _ 

TI. How long do the bacilli remain in the throat after the disappear- 
ance of the pseudo-membrane? 

This question is answered under Table V. 

IV. Are virulent diphtheria bacilli ever present in the throat of healthy 
persons in contact with diphtheria cases? ; 


This is answered in the affirmative: by, Firstly, the length of time dur- 
ing which the diphtheria bacillus remains active in the throat after the dis- 
appearance of the false membrane in those sick with the disease. Sec- 
ondly, that healthy persons in contact with diphtheria cases frequently 
have virulent bacilli in their throat secretions; and Thirdly, that although 
the case of diphtheria may be clinically mild, the bacillus present may be 
very virulent, are of extreme importance and have led to the following con- 
clusions. -All cases of diphtheria should be isolated and kept so until the 
bacillus is proved absent from the throat by repeated bacteriological ex- 
aminations. Persons in intimate contact with diphtheria cases are very 
liable to have the diphtheria bacillus in their throat secretions and are 
therefore dangerous members of the community, for although showing no 
symptoms of the disease themselves, may be the means of transmitting 
it to others. Houses in which cases of diphtheria have occurred should 
not be disinfected nor should placards be removed until the bacillus is 
proved absent from the throat secretions of those that have been sick 
with the disease. This applies especially to boarding-houses, tenement 
houses and hotels. Children should not be allowed to attend school from a 
house in which a case of diphtheria exists, and a child that contracts diph- 
theria while attending school should not be permitted to return until able 
to present a certificate from the Health Department showing that a satis- 
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factory bacteriological examination has proved the bacillus to be no longer 
' present in the throat secretions. 

In ten of the culture tubes sent in for examination the inoculation was 
not satisfactory, for the following reasons: The serum in the tube was 
too dry for the diphtheria bacillus to grow upon it. The culture medium 
was contaminated or broken down. The inoculations were improperly 
made, no growth on the serum or the serum literally churned up and the 
swab left in the tube, showing that the physicians had not read the in- 
structions or completely ignored them. This has led to the question, is 
the present ‘culture outfit” the safest and most convenient device for the 
purpose. Of this we are doubtful and have instituted a series of experi- 
ments with the hope of obtaining a better method. A report of this work 
will be made later. 

The microscopic examination of sputum in suspected cases of tuber- 
culosis has recently been added to the work of the department. Boxes 
holding a two ounce bottle sealed with a rubber cork and a blank to be 
filled out by the physician have been received and will soon be placed 
in a number of prominent drug stores throughout the city. One specimen 
has been examined. Diagnosis, tuberculosis. 

The immediate needs of the department are: A good microscope with the 
very best of high power lenses, and a number of Guinea pigs with which 
to carry on our investigations. These little animals could be raised in 
sufficient numbers to supply our wants, providing a number of them were 
purchased and cared for in some one of the city institutions. The Poor- 
house, with its abundance of pauper labor, is an ideal place for such an 
undertaking.

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ANNUAL STATEMENT. 


Sir: I have the honor to present the 29th annual report of the work- 
ings and expenses of this institution for year ending March 31st, 1895, the 
same being my fourth annual report, and the 18th under the present City 
Charter. The number of patients admitted during the year was 9,373 as 
against 10,229 of the previous year, 9,120 of the fiscal year 1892-93. The 
whole number treated was 9,767 against 10,600 for the previous year, 9,486 
for the fiscal year 1892-938. Making 856 less admitted and 833 less treated 
than the previous year. St. Louis County paid for the care of 9 of the 
patients during their stay, at 60 cts. per day of $115.20 in all. The number 
of Coroner’s cases was 170, and the number of deaths within 48 hours after 
admission was 84. The percentage of deaths exclusive of Coroner’s cases 
and deaths within 48 hours after admission, was 4.15. The number of 
. births was 35. 

The largest number of patients in the hospital at any one time during 
the year was 439, Feb. 18th; the smallest, 306, July 10th. The largest 
number admitted in one month was 942, in August. The smallest number 
admitted in one month was 646, in March. The largest number admitted 
in any one day was 43, September 10th. The largest number discharged 
any one day was 60, April 2d. The average number of patients admitted 
daily was 25.67. Of all patients admitted 1319 or 14.09 per cent, were born 
in Germany; 1343, or 14.32 per cent, were born in Ireland; 4288, or 45.75 
per cent were white natives of the United States, 1129, or 12.04 per cent. 
were black, born in the United States. 
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Reduction of Admissions.—In my annual reports heretofore (as 
likewise all my predecessors) I tried to place very forcibly the increase in 
the number of patients admitted, also number treated. While as the 
natural consequence of increased population and growth of a large city, 
we can but expect the gradual accumulation or numbers in larger propor- 
tions than years previous, I beg to show by my present report, that in- 
stead of the usual or expected increase, that there has actually been, in 
reality, a smaller number of patients admitted than the year previous, 
thereby verifying my assertions and views regarding the manner of ad- 
mission and the easy facilities of securing same to the various public in- 
stitutions; such being the fact, that you can readily see that at least 1.500 
to 2,000 patients were admitted last season for no cause, or on very slight 
ailments. Still one may say that it is better to admit ten unworthy than 
one that is worthy be permitted to suffer; however this may be, physicians 
are better able to judge. I wish to suggest radical changes all along in 
regard to the systems in vogue, and ones that are badly needed. They will 
follow in order: 

Admission to Hospital.—The admission to the hospital should -be 
by applying at the institution proper. There should be established, at said 
institution, an out-patient department, where any one may apply, for ad- 
mission, They will be thoroughly examined by the physician in charge, 
who will have proper facilities and space for doing so. This examination 
will reveal the advisability of admission to the hospital, or simply a pre- 
scription issued. Free dispensaries to be established-in different sections 
of the city, where citizens may receive prescriptions or medicine free of 
charge. If physician in charge of said dispensary deems the case a proper 
one for the hospital, he shall have them forwarded, and upon arrival a 
second examination will be made, and admitted if found necessary. 

The dispensary physician to have no power to issue permits of admis- 
sion, but simply to recommend. In this manner I feel confident and from 
experience know this would lessen the number of admissions, the expense 
of the institution and the number of employes necessary. Each case 
would be carefully gone over, and if the ailment is only slight, they will 
receive immediate attention and be permitted to return home. I have 
record of individuals who live at the hospital from one month to another, 
and by their peculiar methods gain admission by feigning illness or giving 
fictitious names. Some are discharged in the morning and are returned 
the same afternoon or next day through this method. They must be ad- 
mitted after issuing of permit; they pass through the regular form of taking 
a bath, change of linen, given food and a clean bed. The division physician 
must make another examination, write another clinical history and pre- 
scribe something. The nurse must take charge of his clothes, enter them 
in books, keep record of his admission and attend to his wants. At the 
office considerable work is necessary in entering and filing record of same. 
All the above of which was done for the same individual only a day or two 
before, and which can easily be avoided when an out-patient’s record is 
kept at the hospital for such cases. The record of non-residents, patients 
whose fare have been paid by others, to bring them to the city for treat- 
ment, is becoming enormous. They are admitted free of charge, on same 
basis as our own citizens. They receive treatment and have operations 
performed at the city’s expense. I receive daily a number of inquiries 
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requesting permission to come here for treatment. There should be some 
check placed on such imposition. I have frequently called your attention 
to same, and the overcrowding of all the institutions, within a short period, 
will compel attention to this most important question of admission. 


Assistant Physicians’ Term of Service—Rearrangement of 
length of service of assistant physicians to this institution should be sub- 
mitted and enforced as early as possible. Twelve months continual sery- 
ice appears too long. The hard and arduous duties required of them, the 
tiresome necessity of their attendance to daily clinics, the night and ambu- 
lance calls, together with numerous other duties, and insufficient nourish- 
ment, finally become loathsome and burdensome, so that numbers of them 
request their release several months before the expiration of their term, 
which is usually granted, thus causing inconveniences and annoyance of 
securing and instructing new assistants. I find it would greatly improve 
the service by making appointments through competitive examination 
semi-annually, say April and October. 


Promotion of Junior Physicians.—Promotion of junior to 
senior physicians should be by competitive examination. No influence of 
any character should be brought to bear in filling these positions, as merit 
is absolutely necessary. There ought to be at least three seniors, one on 
each floor. 


Complaints from Employees.—The ease and facility with which 
employees can obtain the sympathizing ear of some influential member of 
municipal authority in which to breathe their complaints and the willing- 
ness of such individuals to listen and act, is remarkable and, at times, 
ludicrous. Numbers of them seem to think that the officer in charge has no 
immediate authority to enforce their obedience or oversee their duties. If 
he be strict and require them to perform that which is expected, and for 
violation of same be discharged, he simply calls on his friends and is either 
retained or found a place elsewhere. There cannot possibly be any ani- 
mosity harbored against the individual by the officer in charge; he simply 
judges a man’s fitness or ability by his work and attentiveness. ‘The sup- 
erintendent should be upheld at all hazards, and thus those under him 
taught that his orders are supreme and must be obeyed, that their position 
is not a political one, but one of usefulness as well. 


Salaries and Appointment of Nurses.—The nursing at thi: 
institution is entirely unsatisfactory under the present system. The sup- 
erintendent of nurses should be appointed under same rules governing ap- 
pointments of other officers, without regard to any special school (or abol- 
ished altogether), as she must not only have control of one set of nurses, 
but of all at the institution. At present there are a number of nurses 
here, both male and female, who are not members of the St. Louis Train- 
ing School for Nurses, so that the duty of looking after them devolves on 
two persons. She should also devete her entire time and attention to the 
work here. The present superintendent of nurses being a part of the 
training school, does not devote her entire time here, as required by the 
ordinance, and only has charge of and instructs her own pupils (with per- 
sonal benefits in view, being also in charge of a private institution). 
Nurses are utilized as soon as competent to fill calls from more remun- 
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erative sources. At present the pupil nurses are paid by the city $20.00 
per month, board and washing from the day of their enrollment. Little 
use can be made of probation nurses for several months; they are not cap- 
able of taking charge of patients or following the physician’s directions, but 
require another nurse to instruct them. In the appointment of probation- 
ers to scholarship, no one is consulted except the Board of Directors of the 
training school, who have to my personal knowledge admitted some who 
did not fill their requirements in regard to age, education, ete. Others 
again competent have been rejected, aS you are well aware, for none other 
than causes of a personal nature. They serve two months as probationers 
and at times asked to resign for some trivial cause. I have seen efficient 
pupils dropped from the roll without reason. Certainly some months are 
required for their instruction and as soon as their usefulness is apparent, or 
after their graduation, the greater number are withdrawn and their places 
refilled. So it is continually contending with green help and untutored 
assistants. I blame this mostly to the present scale of salary. Graduates 
are entitled to more pay; inexperienced help to less pay. So by rearrang- 
ing the schedule it will add greatly in obtaining a more efficient corps of 
nurses. I would respectfully suggest the following, which based on the 
experience of schools in other cities, has) been found sufficient. The 
seale I will submit is even more generous, and ought not fail to meet with 
your hearty approbation. Probationers upon admission to receive $10.00 per 
month for the first six months, $15.00 per month thereafter till graduation. 
There are to be ten nurses to be known as assistant head nurses (that is 
after graduation) at $20.00 per month, one in charge of each division, each 
to have a probation nurse under her. Assistant head nurses to serve for 
a term of six months, then promoted to head nurse (or first assistant nurse, 
of which there shall be three) at $30.00 per month, promotion to be made 
according to length of service. Nurses would remain here from two and 
one-half to three years, when their position shall terminate by limitation, 
thus causing vacancies for pupil nurses. The three head nurses to be 
under the immediate supervision of the superintendent of the hospital, and 
vacating position of superintendent of nurses, which can be of no benefit. 


College Clinics.—The adoption, final reconsideration and défeat of 
new schedule for college clinics, submitted to the Board of Health last fall 
is to be sadly regretted. Its operation would add greatly to the benefit 
of colleges as also the convenience of the institution and medical corps, 
which should above all other matter be considered. The constant demand 
for the presence of assistants and the extensive demand for material is 
becoming so great that it is almost impossible to supply. Each attend- 
ing professor, if not supplied with an equally interesting case as the one on 
the day previous, will instantly become offended, hinting that partiality is 
being shown. During my time I have always endeavored to favor none, 
and submit equally clinical material, and it has been a great source of 
annoyance, more so than any of my other duties. We have at all times 
important services to perform, and the every day annoyance of hunting up 
and preparing clinical material for college clinics is absolutely detrimental 
and consumes much of our valuable time. Instead of having small attend- 
ance daily, of fifteen or twenty students, two or three uninteresting cases, 
being compelled to listen to occasional uninstructive discourses, lecturers 
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unprepared for their subject, etc., the three weekly clinics as suggested 
is much to be preferred, with an attendance of one to two hundred stud- 
ents, rare and interesting material, professors who have been chosen for 
their ability and conscientious work. Then it would be a pleasure rather 
than a necessity to attend the hospital clinics. I trust your Board will 
think this matter over again and enforce the tri-weekly clinic. 


Supply of Food and Supply Depot.——While our supply of food 
within the past few months has been good, there are times when it is im- 
possible to secure fresh and palatable supplies. While the Commissioner of 
Supplies states in his advertisement that all successful bidders are re- 
quired to furnish the institutions with samples, I have yet to record a 
single instance where this order has been complied with. We are therefore 
requested to receive and receipt for goods, we know not whether according 
to sample bid on. I would earnestly advocate the establishment of a city 
warehouse under the control of the Commissioner of Supplies where pur- 
chases in large quantities are to be made and issued as per requisition. 
The quality would be greatly improved as also the prices reduced. ‘There 
are certain goods that are used by all the institutions throughout the entire 
year, and no reason can be advanced contrary to the establishment of this 
supply depot. Itis an absolute necessity and in imminent demand in order 
to improve the condition of affairs. 


Appropriation under Six Classes.—With appropriations no doubt 
all have found great difficulty in keeping within the limit, owing to 
the peculiar method of sub-dividing the various classes. There should be 
only considered by the Municipal government six classes, viz: Salaries, 
groceries, drugs, dry goods, forage, labor, and not sub-divided as done at 
present. My reasons for same will be found sufficient when I state that 
at the time estimates are submitted for ensuing fiscal year, it is impossible 
to sub-divide the classes and furnish a reliable estimate of amount needed. 
At times we need more meat than coal, other times more ice than gas, 
which are all classified under the head of groceries; therefore, if a specified 
amount was allotted to the grecery account then we could use supplies most 
needed, and still remain within the limit of the appropriation. The sub- 
division under these heads as made by the Comptroller allows too much 
money for the vegetables, and not enough for others; therefore you can 
see very readily the inconsistency of this plan. 

Promotion of Employees.—I would respectfully suggest that 
employees here be offered the advantages of promotion, where merit is 
observed, as I deem it one of the most valuable incentives to diligent work 
and observance of the rules of the institution. 


Improvements and Alterations.—I beg to submit a partial list 
of the vast number of improvements and changes I have instituted for the 
good of the service, which have undoubtedly added greatly to the comforts 
of the patients, employees generally and also to the preservation of the 
institution. The entire hospital has been repainted and repaired “from 
turret to foundation stone.” The total amount of lead used was 7,226 Ibs., 
302 gallons linseed oil, 230 gallons turpentine and 104 gallons of varnish, 
so you will observe that one passing through the corridors and wards would 
scarcely believe that this institution has seen over fifty years of continual 
hard service. The halls now present, with their light colored walls, a cheer- 
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ful and bright appearance. The new polished and glossy floors shine like 
immense mirrors. Old division six, which has always been a source of 
discomfort to its inmates, has been entirely refitted and now is as well 
provided for as any of the other wards. The old cast iron beds and straw 
ticks have all been removed. The old amphitheatre and surgical wards 
have been thoroughly renovated. The dining rooms are now inviting and 
kitchens likewise. The lying-in-ward is a pleasant home, being refitted all 
in white. The physicians’ closets one can now occupy without the constant 
fear of heing drowned. 

The new surgical ward has added some wonderful improvements in 
treatment of capital operations and more delicate surgical work. I can 
notice it more distinctly each day, and as yet have never failed to get 
healing by first intention, besides relieving the overcrowded condition of 
the old surgical words. The new boiler house has added greatly to the 
appearance of the yard and rear entrance, besides completely protecting 
and preserving the boilers from the cold winds. The new smoke stack now 
adds ten to fifteen pounds of steam to our heating capacity, thereby ren- 
dering the wards more comfortable during the cold weather. The new fence 
and gate, affording perfect protection to the grounds and premises, with 
an eight and nine foot fence, having two rows of barbed wire, effectually 
prevents any attempt at escape by patients from the grounds. The wagon 
entrance is now closed at all times, night and day, whereas heretofore it 
was open continually. In this manner it affords an opportunity of keep- 
ing a correct record of all vehicles applying for admission to the grounds. 
In the clerical department I am proud to refer to the great number of inno- 
vations and improvements made, same being a complete revision of the old 
methods in vogue. The manner of entering and discharging patients in 
new register, forms of history blanks and all other forms in use, with a 
number of additions. The new method of index books for easy reference, 
preserving and filing of records for rapid referring, the manner of preserv- 
ing the identity of deceased patients with all addresses of relatives or 
friends. The division physician’s reports record each morning all changes 
in condition of patients, also giving the disposition of each patient in the 
institution. They are approved by the senior physician and forwarded to 
my office. I am thereby enabled to tell instantly those needing special ai- 
tention. The nurses’ morning reports, which are a special feature, show 
definitely the number, cclor and sex of each patient admitted, discharged, 
died, transferred and remaining each morning, from which the daily reports 
are made, and show upon their face the operations of the different divisions 
and of the entire institution. There are also a number of slips for con- 
venience of nurses and employees. My arrangement of ward mixtures 
have exceeded my expectations, being economical and convenient. All mix- 
tures and solutions are numbered and arranged systematically. Medicines 
of a dangerous character.are properly labelled with specific directions as 
regards length of time to be used, ete. And these preparations can never 
be prescribed or administered without consultation with the superintendent 
or first assistant, thereby avoiding the liability of error. 

I have found upon taking charge consumptives and patients with general 
tuberculosis occupying the same wards with typhoid fever and pneumonia 
patients, and for humanity’s sake I immediately had them isolated and 
set apart one of the brightest divisions in the hospital for these unfortun- 
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ates, endeavored to make their strroundings as pleasant and comfortable 
as possible, supplied them with books, periodicals and such other requisites, 
which tend to elevate and divert their minds. Each patient is supplied 
with a separate sputa cup and their usual nauseating remedies have all 
been abolished. The vapor room, which was established, has proved bene- 
ficial. For hours they will sit in this compartment. No patient is now as- 
signed to the cells without consultation with one of the senior physicians, 
thereby avoiding any possibility of committing one to confinement without 
sufficient reason. 

Fire-Proof Vault for Records.—In presenting the needs of this 
institution I cannot begin with a more appropriate subject. It is abso- 
lutely necessary to have a fire-proof vault here in which to place records 
for preservation against fire, as it is now an accident of this character 
may sweep the entire records of fifty years out of existence. This is a 
very serious matter and should be so considered. There is no question but 
what these records are as valuable as any under the city government, not 
only from a medical point of view but also from a legal one, as it may at 
times involve the identity or legality of heirs, the legitimacy of birthright, 
the evidences in extensive damages suits, the ante-mortem statements of 
homicides and suicides, thereby avoiding the punishment of innocent - 
individuals and aiding in placing the responsibility where it rightly be- 
longs, and a number of other benefits which science alone can appreciate. 
Same should be carefully investigated and action taken. 

Stand Pipes.—Stand pipes should be removed to the inside of the 
building, or new ones erected. The old ones are of little service, as they 
freeze in winter time and the threads are old gauge and will not fit any 
standard hose. Water should be turned on at all times, as advised by the 
Fire Department, and same would be impossible under the present system. 

Flooring in Basement.—Flooring in the basement is needed badly. 
The old wooden floor is continually giving way, should be removed and re- 
placed with granitoid. 

Enlarging Laundry.—The present facilities of the laundry are in- 
sufficient. More drying room, especially, is needed. By extending over 
the boiler house at a small cost will facilitate the manipulating of clothes. 

Removal of Stables.—The present location of stables is not diesir- 
able. It should be removed and enlarged. At present can only accommo- 
date six horses and should have room for at least twelve. Often in cases 
of emergency it is impossible to accommodate the demand. 

Fire Escapes.—_-Have endeavored several times to secure fire escapes, - 
and failed. I therefore would urge that same be asked for again. The 
Board of Fire Underwriters have requested it, and there can be no doubt 
of its need. 

Water Filter.—The location of a water filter here is an urgent ne- 
cessity. The water, at times, is unfit for use, especially among the bed- 
ridden. I would estimate one with about the capacity of 75,000 gallons in 
twenty-four hours would be sufficient for all purposes. 

Water Closets.—The water closets in general use are still in a 
dilapidated and deplorable condition. The $600.00 left under above head 
of this year’s appropriation was found insufficient to proceed further with 
the work, and is returned to the city treasurer. I am informed by good 
authority that at least three or four times that amount would be necessary 
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to complete the work properly, and should be given freely, as it is one of 
the most important necessities at this institution. 

Pathological Laboratory.—A pathological laboratory could be 
fitted up at a small expense. At present all this class of work is done in 
the assistant physicians’ rooms, which are found insufficient and inappro- 
priate for this purpose; while it defaces the walls and stains the carpets 
unnecessarily. I would suggest the back part of the autopsy room be re- 
fitted with windows and lights. 

Employees’ Quarters.—I have found considerable trouble in locating 
the help here. The quarters assigned them are very crowded, and some 
addition should be made to make them comfortable. 

Blankets.—The recent visit of small-pox has consumed and destroyed 
a large number of blankets, some having to be forwarded with patients to 
Quarantine. <At least two hundred pairs were used and should be replaced 
by a special appropriation, as the general appropriation, under the head of 
dry goods, will be found insufficient to replace them and cover usual ex- 
penses for the ensuing year. 

Pavement.—The pavement in places is gone; in others the bricks are 
so thin they give way occasionally. A new sidewalk is needed, especially 
_on Linn street. 

Erysipelas Ward.—The $5,000 appropriated for the erection of an 
erysipelas ward will at the end of this fiscal year, be returned to the city 
treasurer, owing to some error in not having the City Council pass an or- 
dinance for the erection of same. It should be reappropriated, plans 
drafted and building erected as early as possible. 

In concluding, it is with pride I refer to the effective method I have 
pursued during the prevalence of small-pox. Although handling fully de- 
veloped cases of the most virulent type, not a single case was contracted 
in the wards. I attribute this to our plan of disinfection, fumigation and 
vaccination, all of which are carried on systematically and scientifically. 
When a suspected case is removed the entire ward is overhauled and fumi- 
gated immediately, and after four hours of diligent work reopened.

ANNUAL STATEMENT. 


Sir:—I submit this, the twenty-sixth annual report of the St. Louis In- 
sane Asylum, for the year ending March 31st, 1895. 

At the beginning of the municipal year there were in the Asylum 360 
inmates, 193 males and 167 females. During the year 261 were admitted, 
136 males and 125 females. The total number of cases under treatment 
was 621, 329 males and 292 females. Of these, 56 were discharged re- 
covered, 26 males and 380 females; 40 improved, 20 males and 20 females; 
18 unimproved, 7 males and 11 females; 3 not insane, 1 male and 2 females; 
total discharged 117, 54 males and 63 females; 37 died, 27 males and 10 
females; 89 were transferred to the Insane Department of the St. Louis 
Poorhouse, 28 males and 61 females. Number remaining under treatment 
April 1, 1895, 878, 220 males and 158 females. Daily average number of 
patients 371, 204 males and 167 females. 

Accompanying tables give full details of the operation of the Asylum for 
the year just ended. 

The management of the affairs of the Asylum during the past year has 
been actively progressive; many improvements, some more or less radical 
in character, have been effected in the various branches of the service, 
most notably in the management, treatment and general care-taking of 
the patients, in the dietary arrangements, the cooking, the table service, etc. 
Systematizing and simplicity have been aimed at, while time worn pre-. 
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judices have been combated whenever the opportunity presented itself. 
A separate medical office has been established, and an improved system 
of keeping the medical records has been, introduced. 

The weekly entertainments have been a source of enjoyment and real 
benefit to those of the inmates who have been in a condition to take part 
or attend them. A series of very creditable and most enjoyable musical 
and dramatic performances were also given during the past winter, some 
by outside talent who kindly volunteered their services, others by members 
of the Asylum staff and employes. 

Psychiatrical clinics were conducted at the Asylum during’ the winter 
months by professors connected with four of the medical schools located 
in the city. Although the facilities for holding these clinics are very poor 
at present, and some inconvenience has been experienced, the experiment 
may be looked upon as having been, as a whole, successful. I am rather 
in favor of their being continued next season provided the number of 
clinics and the attendance upon them can be kept within proper limits. 

Most of the alterations and repairs for which special sums had been 
set aside by the Municipal Assembly last summer have been finished. The 
abandoned water closet rooms, one on each hall, which had been almost 
useless for a number of years, have been repaired, at a total cost to the ~ 
city of $770; they will soon be available for use as bed rooms. The 
defective plaster ceilings in a number of rooms in both the east and west 
wings of the main building have been replaced by corrugated steel ceilings, 
which promise to give better satisfaction and appear to be better adapted 
for institutions of this kind. 

The first floor of the rear building has been provided with new flooring 
of good material. The old sink and water closet in the rear building has 
been replaced by a modern outfit, and a bath room has been added for the 
convenience of employes. The rear building has also received a new tin 
roof. The plumbing and wood work of the bath room and water closet 
at the cottage has been given a thorough overhauling, and is now again 
in a safe and serviceable condition. 

For the purpose of securing better ventilation and heat supply to the 
patient’s bed rooms the plan of cutting out the larger panels of the doors 
leading from the halls (corridors) into the bed rooms and protecting the 
openings with wire guards was adopted, and the work is now well under 
way; the wooden frames protecting the transoms are also being replaced 
by a wire frame work which will alow more air to enter the rooms. On 
the upper halls certain modifications of this general plan will be carried 
out. 

Several old and defective tank and feed pumps haye been replaced by 
new ones of an improved pattern. The steam pipes supplying heat to the 
cottage have been given a thorough overhauling or renewal. An additional 
double range has been placed in the large kitchen, thus affording facilities 
for the preparation of a proper variety of food for the patients’ table. 
This increase in range capacity necessitated’ the replacing of the kitchen 
smoke stack by one of larger dimensions. 

A portion of the waste space in the basement of the east wing has been 
supplied with granitoid flooring, the walls have been plastered, and after 
a sufficient number of electric lights have been located the place can be 
fitted up within a very short space of time for a dining room which will 
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accommodate about 50 patients. The hall dining rooms of the 1st and 2nd 
(male) halls will then become available as dormitories with sleeping ac- 
commodation for about 25 patients. 

20 chemical fire extinguishers have been purchased and distributed in 
the halls and in other suitable places. The first floor of the center building 
has been furnished with inlaid linoleum, the walks and stairways with 
rubber matting, and the front center space transformed into a general 
waiting and sitting room. The former parlor or reception room has beei 
changed into a medical office. 

Recommendations.- I would recommend that an additional boiler 
of large capacity be placed in the engine room; the safety of the institution 
seems to require that something be done in this direction. 

The construction of an elevator in connection with the main building 
would not only be desirable but should be looked upon as being a necessity. 

I further recommend resetting and general repair of the stone steps and 
porch leading to the front entrance of the main building; removal of the 
defective lightning rods; a new metal roof for the Pump House; the com- 
pletion of granitoid flooring in the basement of the main building; some 
practical device to secure adequate ventilation in the general kitchen; a 
continuation of the reconstruction of defective ceilings with corrugated 
steel plates; painting and repairing of the inside wood work; painting of 
the outside of the main building; the erection of a new shed for the pro- 
tection of vehicles, implements, etc., to replace the one now in use, which 
is a dilapidated affair and much too small; also the erection of a sub- 
stantial and ornamental iron fence along Arsenal street to take the place 
of the unsightly, much broken down, and in its present condition almost 
useless stone wall. The fences enclosing the grounds are also in need 
of extensive repairs.

ANNUAL STATEMENT. 


Sir —l have the honor to herewith submit for your consideration the 
_ annual report of the Female Hospital for the year ending March 31st, 
1895. 

The accompanying tables will exhibit the business of the institution for 
the past year. ‘There were 198 registered patients in the Hospital at the 
beginning of the year, 2,723 have been admitted since; there have been 
346 births, making the total number of cases treated and examined, 3,069; 
of this number 181 registered patients have died, 2,602 have been dis- 
charged and 188 registered patients remained in the Hospital March S3ist, 
1895. 

Necessary Improvements. First: I recommend the erection of 
a suitable building separate from the main building for the accommoda- 
tion of lying-in women. 

Second: The erection of a building for the accommodation of colored 
patients separate from the white ones. 

Third: The erection of a building for sleeping quarters for the nurses. 

Fourth: ~The erection of a building for the accommodation of the male 
employes of the Hospital. 

Yifth: The putting in of 62 new radiators in the main building, those 
now here are worn out and are very unreliable and may at any time leave 
the building without sufficient heat for the comfort of the patients. I have 
previously called your attention to this important matter. In my recom- 
mendation for appropriations I recommended that $3,000.00 be appropri- 
ated for this purpose. 

Sixth: I recommend that the cracks in outside walls of the building be 
repaired. 

Seventh: The outside of the building is badly in need of paint, and I 
recommend that it be painted. 

Improvements Made MQuring The Past Year. During’ the 
past year the employes’ dining room has been removed from the officers’ 
and employes’ kitchen and fitted up on the first floor of the Hospital, which 
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has added much to the comfort of the employes and gives more room and 
better ventilation in the officers’ and employes’ kitchen. 

The second floor of the Hospital has been painted inside, which adds 
much to its appearance and comfort. 

A coal shed has been built which will contain a large quantity of coal. 

Fifteen hundred feet of new rubber and canvass hose has been pur- 
chased which will add very much to the equipment of the fire department 
of the Hospital, and two new pumps have been purchased, which puts the 
boiler house in very satisfactory condition.

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ANNUAL STATEMENT. 


Sir—I have the honor to submit the eighteenth annual report of the St. 
Louis Poor House for the year ending March 31st, 1895. 

On the 1st of April, 1894, there were in the pauper department 500 in- 
mates—352 males and 148 females. During the year 455 were admitted— 
328 males and 127 females, making a total cared for 955—680 males and 
275 females. Of this number 351 were discharged—274 males and 177 fe- 
males; 7 were transferred to the Insane Asylum—2 males and 5 females; 
74 died—48 males and 26 females; number remaining April 1st, 1895, 
523—356 males and 167 females, . 

Daily average number of paupers, 508—351 males and 157 females. 

On the ist of April, 1894, there were in the insane department 748 in- 
mates—309 males and 439 females. During the year 89 were received by 
transfer from the Insane Asylum—28 males and 61 females, making the 
total treated 887—337 males and 500 females. Of this number 6 were dis- 
charged improved—1 male and 5 females; 9 unimproved—5 males and 4 
females; 52 died—24 males and 28 females; 1 male transferred back to 
the Insane Asylum and 1 male eloped. Number remaining April 1st, 1895, 
768—305 males and 463 females. 

Daily average number of insane 761—310 males and 451 females. 

The time having arrived for submitting my annual report for the fiscal 
year, I can safely say that the history of 1894-95 will be referred to in the 
future as being the most important since the occupancy of this institution, 
as every department has been over-crowded with both male and female 
patients, particularly the insane department, while the crowded condition 
of the Insane Asylum has been relieved by transfers to the insane de- 
partment of this institution. The condition of the patients has not been 
improved, as they are crowded together to the same extent as they were 
at the Asylum. 

This condition of affairs could be entirely changed by the erection of an 
additional building at the north end of the new building for male insane, 
the lower fioor or basement could be used for a dining room by adding 
one or two stories above the basement. Sufficient room could be obtained 
to separate the epileptic cases from the other insane patients. A large 
number of the epileptics are perfectly rational, only when these fits come 
on. They should never be mixed with patients who are regularly insane, 
as the one class greatly disturbs the other. 

In the new addition there should be provided sufficient cell room to con- 
fine patients who at times become unmanageable. In the male insane de- 
partment there is no convenience for taking care of this class of patients. 
These changes carried out as recommended would make the male insane 
department nearly perfect. 

I would further recommend that an addition be built for the accommo- 
dation of the female insane patients, to be used as a hospital, instead of 
mixing sick and healthy patients together as is now being done in the first 
hall for females and the fifth hall for males. These halls are wholly un- 
fitted for sick, as the floors are laid upon sleepers laid upon the ground. 
There is also a bank of dirt about three feet above the level of the floors. 
Or in other words, the floors are laid about three feet below the earth level 
of the yard, making the first and fifth halls damp basement rooms, making 
the sanitary condition very bad for sick patients. 
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I have had a considerable amount of work done in the new building for 
the comfort and convenience of patients, as necessity compelled me to 
move into the new building in an unfinished condition, there being no con- 
venience for washing dishes, no clothes rooms, and the corridors between 
the main building and the bath rooms were unfinished, causing much suf- 
fering for patients passing from bath rooms to the main building in cold 
weather. All of these omissions having been corrected and the building 
and appurtenance are now in complete order, and with the additions 
recommended, will make one of the most complete buildings for insane to 
be found in the State. 

The large number of patients transferred from the Asylum and the num- 
ber admitted as paupers' necessitated the enlargement of the kitchen in 
order to make room for culinary purposes. 

This work has been done after considerable delay, the summer and fall 
having passed the work had to be done in the early part of the winter. 
This was also the case in the building of our coal shed, which was finally 
completed in a very crude manner. 

I have made requisitions for flanges around the steam pipes, which 
were declared dangerous by the Board of Underwriters many months ago. 
I have also made a requisition for a smoke consumer or abater, in com- 
pliance with an order or notice from the office of the President of the 
Board of Public Improvements. And last, though not least, I have made 
a requisition for repairing the slate roof of this building on December 
1ith, 1894. There has been no attention paid to the aforementioned requi- 
sitions, and from the amount of water leaking through the roof it will not 
be long before a job of plastering will be necessary as well as repairing 
the roof. 

I am again compelled to reiterate that part of my last year’s report in 
relation to the front steps of the main building. They are a standing dis- 
grace to the city of St. Louis, and are gradually settling, and sooner or 
later the front steps are liable to fall and some person may be seriously 
injured, in case such a calamity should happen. | 

I also recommend that the plastering in the first, second and third stories 
be properly repaired, as plastering is very necessary to put the center build- 
ing in a habitable and respectable condition. : 

I would most respectfully recommend that at least thirty milch cows 
be furnished so that the dairy may be made to pay expenses and pay a 
profit. There have been fully thirty cows condemned, sold and died within 
the last three years, with no addition to our stock. 

We eannot furnish milk to the Female Hospital or Insane Asylum as 
was formerly done, therefore the milk for the Poor House has cost a con- 
siderable amount more than milk could be purchased for the institution; 
furthermore, if the dairy is continued it will be necessary to expend sey- 
eral hundred dollars for repairs on the cow stable; therefore, as a matter 
of economy, it would be better to dispose of the remaining cows on hand, 
thereby saving the salary of a dairyman and his assistant, besides feed for 
the cows. 

The bakery has been the only department in connection with this in- 
stitution which has paid a profit, and will pay a profit this year amounting 
to over eight thousand dollars. 

I would again reiterate the recommendation made in my last report 
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that provision should be made in the boiler house and two new boilers 
furnished, as the present plant is not sufficient to furnish heat for the dif- 
ferent departments in extreme cold weather. 

I also take the liberty to say that we have been compelled to use the 
boilers longer than they should have been used without being cleaned, 
as it was impossible to shut down for cleaning the boilers in the coldest 
weather without causing suffering among the patients, hence it is necessary 
to have two new boilers of the same capacity as those ialready in use at 
this institution and provide against future accidents which are liable to 
occur at any time. This addition is a matter of vital importance and 
should not be overlooked under any consideration. An institution of this 
character wherein nearly fifteen hundred people reside, with patients and 
employes combined, requires the closest attention at all times. 


Another Matter of Vital Importance. I would recommend that 
fire escapes be placed upon the male and female pauper department, as 
there is more danger of fire in those departments than any other depart- 
ment of the institution. They being occupied by old and infirm people, 
both males and females, who would not get out alive should any accident 
occur in those departments by fire, there would certainly be a general holo- 
caust. 

I would respectfully recommend that the gutters of the east and west 
wings of the main building be repaired, also the fire escapes repainted 
and all the outside iron railing thoroughly repaired and painted. This 
will add to the lasting qualities az well as beautify the buildings. 

I have had a great amount of work done in the main building, also in 
the halls, making doors in the east wing to avoid bringing patients out 
-upon the porches in order to reach their sleeping rooms, and to the bath 
rooms in the same manner, this method having been in vogue since the 
east wing has been occupied by insane patients, the number in the in- 
sane department having increased to such an extent that it became neces- 
sary to make every effort possible for their comfort and convenience. In 
addition to the large number transferred from the Asylum last year, there 
has been transferred this year 89 patients—28 males and 61 females. The 
great number of females transferred from the Asylum has added largely 
to the expense of this institution, as it requires one-fourth more to clothe 
female than male patients. 


I have been compelled to use the most rigid economy in every depart- 
ment consistent with giving the patients the proper quality and quantity 
of food and clothing, which I found to be impossible, owing to the small 
amount of my appropriation and the large number of inmates and em- 
ployes, numbering nearly fifteen hundred all told, nearly four hundred 
more than the City Hospital, Female Hospital and Insane Asylum. 

I have exchanged about fourteen thousand pounds of grease for soap, 
thereby saving a considerable sum of money to the institution. 

As most of the grease was purchased with the beef at 2%, and 8 cents 
per pound and exchanged for soap at 44% and some at 44 cents per pound, 
thereby making 114 cents more for the grease than the cost of the beef, I 
paid for the soap 3 5-6 cents per pound in the deal; therefore, the grease 
has been a source of profit. In addition for the quantity in exchange for 
soap, Il have reserved enough for the manufacture of soft soap, for the use 
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of scrubbing and cleaning, in different departments, using as much econ- 
omy as possible. ; 

I would further recommend that 500 iron bedsteads be procured for the 
female insane department of this institution, as the old wooden bedsteads 
are falling to pieces, and by furnishing mattresses a considerable amount 
of money can be saved by dispensing with the straw beds used, which add 
largely to the expense of this department, refilling being required so often. 

I would further recommend that a new bakery be built, or the blind 
house be changed into a bakery and a new blind house be built, large 
enough to be used in part for a laundry, which would connect all waste 
water with the Arsenal street sewer. 

I would further recommend a machine for the manufacture of ice, to be 
placed where the present laundry is located, as it is hardly fit for any other 
purpose, being about twenty feet below the level of the yard. Ice can be 
manufactured for supplying the three institutions, namely: Insane Asy- 
lum, Female Hospital and Poor House, thereby saving a large amount of 
money paid by the three above named institutions.

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ANNUAL STATEMENT. 


Sir—I have the honor to submit the annual report for this institution for 
the year just closed. 

From April ist until April 16th, 1894, the institution had not a patient. 
On the latter date one case of small-pox was admitted, and from this date 
until May 3rd, nine cases were admitted. 

No deaths occurred in this number and the last one was discharged con- 
valescent July 6th, 1894. 

From July 6th, 1894, until January 14th, 1895, the institution was without 
a patient. Here I may mention that the first case of small-pox in 1894 
was admitted on January 13th, while in 1895 the first case came January 
14th. 

During the fiscal year beginning April 1st, 1894, and closing March 31st, 
1895, two hundred and twenty-seven .(227) patients were admitted, sixty- 
five (65) were discharged, forty-nine (49) died and one hundred and thirteen 
(1138) remained at the last named date.

Of the number of patients admitted 64 were never vaccinated, 51 not 
within the past five years, and 112 were vaccinated within the past five 
years. Of the 163 who were vaccinated, 78 had no mark, 47 had poor 
marks and 88 had fairly good marks. Of the 49 who died, 35 were never 
vaccinated, 10 not during the past five years and 4 were vaccinated within 
the past years, but had no marks resulting. 

As additional support of the theory of prevention by vaccination, I may’ 
add that many of the very light cases were accompanied by the develop- 
ment of a successful vaccination. In this class of cases the eruption usually 
aborted early. 
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The establishing of a post office at this institution last year was an 
improvement on former conditions, but the telephonic connection with the 
health office and city institutions effected in the last month of the fiscal 
year just closed, I regard as of paramount importance and deserving of 
special comment. 

In repairing broken and burst water pipe I have noticed that much of it 
is badly rust eaten and liable to cause serious trouble. The system of 
water pipes seems to be quite a complicated one, having once connected 
with numerous old buildings about the place now in disuse. These old 
pipes increase the liability to trouble, and quantities of rust and accumu- 
lations incident to still water are drawn out into the mains when these are 
drained occasionally for repairs, ete. 

I respectfully recommend the laying of a new system of water pipes. 

Improvements should, also be made in the pump house. High water 
sometimes floods it. This could be prevented by building the foundation 
wall higher and cementing walls and floor. 

A new sewer should be made from the wards to the river. 

There is a leak from the sewer in use which has burst out to the surface 
a short distance below the intake pipe for filling the reservoir. 

It is unfortunate that this institution is not supplied with water from 
the city, thus avoiding the danger in using water contaminated by the 
city’s sewage and freighted with garbage from Jefferson Barracks.

THE PRODUCTION OF ANTITOXINE. 


By A. N. RAVOLD, M. D., CONSULTING BACTERIOLOGIST. 


The experimental work for the production of antitoxine was begun at 
Quarantine December 9th, 1894. Five horses were at first used in the 
experiments, but three of them—old ambulance horses that had grown 
gray in the service—were found unfit for the work and discarded. 'T’wo 
fine, healthy horses, Sam, an iron grey, six years old, weighing about 1,600 
lbs., and Philip, a well-made, strong, black horse, weighing about 1,200 lbs., 
were admirably adapted for the purpose and retained. They are housed in 
a clean, well ventilated stable; have large stalls with good bedding; plenty 
of good food and water and are turned out daily for exercise in the large — 
pastures surrounding the stables. They are under the constant observation 
of Dr. Jos. Hardy, who takes their. temperatures and pulse rates every 
morning and evening and practically gives them as much care as if they 
were patients in the hospital. They were examined by Dr. H. F. James, 
a practical veterinarian, January 14th, who after a careful examination 
commended character of stock and processes employed. 

From December 9th to January 27th they were injected with increasing 
quantities of diphtheria toxines about every four days, then irregularly 
until February 9th when the work was temporarily suspended owing to 
the fact that all of Dr. Hardy’s time was taken up in the care of the large 
number of small-pox patients that suddenly came under his charge during 
the recent outbreak. 

On March 10th the work of injecting was resumed and has continued, 
uninterrupted since. They are now receiving: Sam, 18 ec.; Philip, 16cc. 

In January three young horses, 4, 5, and 6 years old, respectively, were 
purchased. They were carefully examined by Dr. H.'F. James. Are now 
healthy, in good condition and will soon be subjected to the process. 

In this work it is essential to have, first, virulent cultures: of the Klebs- 
Loeffler bacillus; second, virulent toxines; third, large, healthy horses. 

The virulent cultures of the Klebs-Loeffler bacillus in our possession were 
obtained by plating the growth from diphtheria culture tubes in agar- 
agar. in Petri dishes, or by pouring the agar-agar. in Petri dishes and when 
itis hardened taking up some of the growth from a diphtheria culture tube 
with a sterile platinum wire and gently stroking the surface of the medium 
with it. The dishes are kept im the incubator at 37 deg. C. for from 18 to 
24 hours. Then they are taken out and the growth upon the agar. studied 
with a low power of the microscope; when the characteristic pale yellow 
granular colonies of the diphtheria bacillus are found they are picked out 
and sown in agar-agar. tubes. A number of colonies! are always taken up, 
for as was shown in Case No. 32, non-virulent bacilli may be associated with 
the virulent. The pure cultures thus obtained are inoculated into alkaline 
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glucose broth and kept in the incubator at 35 deg. C. for 48 hours, at the 
end of which time the bacilli have attained their full growth and virulence. 
Guinea pigs weighing 400 to 500 grains are inoculated with from 1% to 4 
per cent of their weight of the 48 hours old broth and kept under obseryva- 
tion. If the injection is fatal in from 24 to 30 houwrs the bacilli are very 
virulent and retained. If not, the culture is destroyed. In this way from 
our culture tubes we have separated out three virulent cultures, Nos. 32, 
240 and 262 of our tube list. 


Toxines.— ee ae 

For the preparation of the toxines, alkaline peptone broth, or alkaline 
1 per cent glucose broth is inoculated with virulent cultures of the diph- 
theria bacillus and kept in the incubator at 37 deg. C. for some time. Two 
methods are used; the old way, the method of the Germans, broth in Steric 
vessels is inoculated with virulent cultures and allowed to remain undis- 
turbed in the incubator at 37 deg. C. for several months. In the new way, 
introduced by Drs. Roux and Yersin, moist air is passed over the broth 
in specially designed flasks known as the Fernbach flasks for from 2 to 4 
weeks. Both are sure methods, the latter is preferable as by it virulent 
toxines are much more quickly produced. We have so far been unable to 
obtain Fernbach flasks from the local dealers, but nevertheless have had 
good results in a method to which we have had recourse. Large flat-bot- 
tomed flasks holding from 300 to 500 cc. of broth, one filled %4 full, and 
corked with a rubber cork, through which are passed two large glass tubes, 
bent at right angles, but which do not dip down into the medium. The 
flasks are steam sterilized for one hour each day for three days in succes- 
sion, then inoculated with a virulent growth from agar-agar. and kept 
in the incubator at 37 deg. C. After 48 hours the growths in the flasks 
are examined and if no contamination with other bacteria has occurred 
each flask is connected by means of glass tubing in the cork with a wash 
bottle on one side and an air pump on the other; moist air is thus made to 
constantly circulate over the medium. At the end of from 3 to 6 weeks 
some of the broth in the flasks is pipetted off, filtered through a Pasteur 
filter and injected into Guinea pigs. If 0.2 cc. of the filter product is fatal 
for Guinea pigs weighing 400 to 500 grains, it is retained; if not, it is thrown 
out. The virulent broth is then filtered through a Pasteur filter and 0.5 
per cent carbolic acid added to it as a preservative. It is kept in dark 
colored bottles in a cool place. 


Inoculating Horses.— 

The first toxine used on the horses at Quarantine were fatal for 400 
grain Guinea pigs in 48 hours in 0.5 cc. doses. The initial quantity injected 
into the horses was 0.5 ec. The site selected is the loose skin on the shoul- 
der. This is first cleaned with soap and water, the needle of a hypodermic 
syringe passed well through the skin and the injection made into the sub- 
cutaneous tissue. The horses made very little objection to it. The result 
is the production of a local oedema at the point of inoculation, with an 
elevation of temperature of from 2 to 3 deg. F., and a loss of appetite. 
When these symptoms haye disappeared—which occurs in from 2 to 6 days, 
they are again injected with increasing quantities of toxines. Feb. 9th 
both horses were receiving 16 ce. of a toxine that was fatal to 400 grain 
Guinea pigs in ‘1/10 ce. doses. They are now receiving 18 and 16 ec. and 
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at the present rate of increase should be ready for the initial bleeding about 
June ist. The new horses should be immunized to a high degree by next 
Fall. Quarantine is admirable in many respects for these experiments; 
it has good stables, large pasturage and facilities for caring for the horses. 
Still it is so far from the city that a great deal of valuable time is lost tray- 
eling to and from it, besides just such interruptions of the work as occurred 
during the recent small-pox episode are liable to occur at any time. If this 
work is to continue it should be better organized and carried on at some 
more accessible site. A stable suited for the work is all that is necessary 
and could be built at one of the city institutions at a small cost, the horses 
then inoculated by ourselves and kept under constant observation by skilled 
veterinarians.

To THE HoNORABLE MUNICIPAL ASSEMBLY OF THE OITY OF 
St. Lovis: 


Gentlemen :—In accordance with Section 483, R. O. 1893, I 
have the honor to submit for your consideration my second 
annual report on the affairs and conduct of the Poor House, 
the same being for the year ending March 31, 1895. 

I have found no reason to modify the views expressed and 
recommendations made in my former report. This institu- 
tion has the largest population of dependent persons shel- 
tered by any in the Health department, made up of the so- 
called incurable insane and the paupers proper, for whose 
exclusive use the place was intended. But the steady influx 
of mentally alienated inmates has given to it the character 
of an insane hospital rather than that of a refuge for aged 
or otherwise infirm homeless people; and this change has 
gone on apace while municipal legislation has failed to note 
the transformation and make provision accordingly. 

If other department institutions which shelter sick and 
insane people require for their heads members of the medi- 
cal profession this insane hospital also surely does in order 
that the inmates may be rightly cared for; but in so large an 
establishment provision should be made in order that the 
merely business details should be looked after by some offi- 
cial other than its medical head, provided the pauper 
element is to be retained. 

But every fair consideration of this question in my judg- 
ment urges their transfer to another location, as recom- 
mended last year, where the conditions of their maintenance 
would be more favorable. 

The total number of permits given during the year en- 
titling to admission to the pauper department was 455, these 
being granted to 328 males and 127 females. 

On April 1, 1894, there were remaining of this class 500, so 
that a total of 955 was cared for during the year. There

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were 523 remaining March 31, 1895, 356 males and 167 fe- 
males; the daily average number for the entire year being 
508. A 

In the insane department there were 748 patients at the 
beginning of the year, 309 males and 439 females. There 
were 89 transferred from the Insane Asylum, 28 males and 
61 females, making the total treated, 837. Of this number 1 
was discharged or returned to the Asylum and 52 died, 24 
males, 28 females. 


DAIRY.— 

The sanitary objections noted with respect to this 
establishment still exist and urge its removal and reorganiz- 
ation on a better plan. All the milk produced was applied 
to the uses of the institution since early in the autumn.

The per capita daily cost of keeping each inmate during 
the year was $0.2368; while the cost, less the credits due in 
profits from industries pursued, was $0.2131. 

The help needed in the insane department was obtained, 
as last year, by transferring experienced attendants from 
the Asylum thus giving to this institution a higher grade of 
service than would be secured otherwise. 

The magnitude of the institution, the numerous and com- 
plex and incongruous character of the inmates, together 
with the considerable productive enterprises carried on 
there call for the highest order of experienced administra- 
tive ability; but the work is more than one man should be 
expected or required to perform and, therefore, a complete 
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reorganization of the establishment is demanded and that 
it shall be either an insane hospital or a poor house, as a 
union of these two features is not compatible with the best 
interests of either. 

The correction of the drainage nuisance to which atten- 
tion was directed last year and for which an appropriation 
was made early last autumn has not been effected as yet 
although the objectionable condition is one demanding 
prompt action.

- Epedemic Small-Pox appeared in January, 1849. The first case came 
from the district bounded by Washington Ave. and O’Fallon St., 12th Street and 
the River. This first case was a negro boatman, who came from New Orleans. 
The disease continued till March, 1871, when it disappeared. 

It again appeared in January, 1872, spread very fast, and became epidemic in the 
fall and winter of 1872 and 1873; subsiding somewhat in the summer of 1873, but 
it increased very much in the fall. In this year the disease was mostly confined 
to the district between Walnut and Victor Streets, Broadway and the River. It 
continued during 1874 to the spring of 1876. 

From the spring of 1876 to the spring of 1881, the disease virtually disap- 
peared from the city, and in 1881 it again made its appearance, and there were - 
several hundred cases, but it diminished in 1882; but in the spring of 1883, it 
appeared in a very bad form, being at the height in the month of June. It con- 
tinued all the year of 1883 and into the spring of 1884. From the spring of 
1884 until the spring of 1888—a period of four (4) years—there was only one death 
and seventeen cases. 

In the spring of 1888, there were a few cases. In 1889 there were not any 
cases. There were a few cases in 1890 and 1891. There was no case in 1892, and 
only three cases and one death in 1893. - 

In the spring of 1894, a few cases appeared at the Fair Grounds among stable- 
men coming from Chicago, but the disease was promptly stamped out, and did 
not get into the city. 

In the month of January, 1895, it again appeared, and, as the fiscal year closes, 
there are 115 patients at the Quarantine Hospital.
